FIRST  DAY 

House  of  Representatives,

Pursuant  to  a  call  of  his  Excellency,  Governor  J.  C.  B.  Ehringhaus, 
hereinafter  recorded,  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  General  Assembly 
convenes  in  its  Hall  in  Extraordinary  Session,  at  the  hour  of  eleven  o'clock 
A.  M.,  Thursday,  December  10,  1936,  and  is  called  to  order  by  Honorable 
Thad  Eure,  Principal  Clerk  of  the  last  House. 

Prayer  is  offered  by  Dr.  P.  D.  Miller,  Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Raleigh. 

The  roll  of  Membei-s  is  called.  The  following  Members  Elect  answer 
to  their  names,  appear  with  the  proper  certificates  of  election,  take 
and  subscribe  to  the  following  prescribed  oath  of  office,  which  is  admin- 
istered by  Justice  Heriot  Clarkson,  of  the   Supreme   Court. 

"Do  you  and  each  of  you  solemnly  and  sincerely  swear  that  you  will 
be  faithful  and  bear  true  allegiance  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  to 
the  Constitutional  powers  which  are,  or  may  be,  established  for  the  Govern- 
ment thereof,  and  that  you  will  endeavor  to  support,  maintain  and  defend 
the  Constitution  of  said  State  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  to  the  best  of  your  knowledge  and  ability  and  that  you  will 
faithfully  discharge  your  duties  as  Members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives to  the  best  of  your  ability;  so  help  you,  God."

A  quorum  being  present  the  Proclamation  of  the  Governor  convening 
the   Extraordinary   Session   is   read,  as  follows: 

proclamation  of  the  governor 

State  of  North  Carolina 
Executive  Offices 

WHEREAS,  under  the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act 
it  is  necessary  that  State  legislation  acceptable  to  the  Federal  Social 
Security  Board  shall  be  enacted  prior  to  January  1,  1937,  in  order  to  secure 
to  the  citizenship  of  the  State  certain  benefits  with  reference  to  unemploy- 
ment compensation  under  Title  IX  of  said  Act,  and  such  other  provisions 
of  the  said  Act  as  may  be  pertinent;  and,  whereas,  in  a  large  number  of 
the  States  of  the  Union  extra  sessions  of  the  Legislature  have  been  called 
for  the  purpose  of  enacting  legislation  which  may  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Federal  Act  referred  to  and  be  approved  by  the  Federal  Social 
Security  Board;  and,  whereas,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  eliminate  every 
possible  question  about  compliance  and  make  certain  that  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  and  the  citizens  concerned  in  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Federal  law  shall  be  able  to  participate  in  the  benefits  thereof;  and, 
whereas,  an  extraordinary  occasion  therefor  exists,  such  as  is  contemplated 
in  Article  III,  Section  9  of  the  Constitution  of  North  Carolina: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  J.  C.  B.  Ehringhaus,  Governor,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  the  Council  of  State,  do  hereby  convene  the  General  Assembly 
of  North  Carolina  in  Extra  Session,  to  begin  at  eleven  o'clock,  A.  M.,  on 
the  10th  day  of  December,  1936;  and  to  continue  until  the  proper  business 
of  the  Session  has  been  disposed  of  or  until  such  Session  has  been  adjourned 
in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State;  and  to  that  end, 
I  do  hereby  call  upon,  notify,  and  direct  all  members  of  the  said  General 
Assembly  to  meet  in  the  Capitol  in  the  City  of  Raleigh  at  the  said  day  and 
hour,  in  such  General  Assembly,  as  provided  by  the  Constitution  and  the 
laws,  to  consider  and  enact  such  laws  as  may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 

Done  in  the  City  of  Raleigh  this  the  5th  day  of  December  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
six,  and  in  the  161st  year  of  American  Independence.

Thad  Eure  assumes  his  duties  as  Principal  Clerk,  having  been  elected 
by  the  previous  House. 

The  Speaker  announces  that  nominations  are  in  order  for  the  Reading 
Clerk  of  the  House. 

For  Reading  Clerk  of  the  House,  Mr.  Jones  of  Swain,  places  in  nomina- 
tion Dan  Tompkins  of  Jackson  County,  and  Mr.  Patton  of  Macon,  seconds 
the  nomination.

The  approach  of  the  Governor  is  announced  and  the  Joint  Committee 
of  the  House  and  Senate  conies  into  the  Hall  of  the  House  acting  as  escort 
to  Governor  Ehringhaus,  who  delivers  the  following  address: 

MESSAGE  OF  THE  GOVERNOR 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  and 
Members  of  the  General  Assembly : 

The  cause  of  your  summons  for  this  Special  Session,  when  the  Regular 
Session  is  so  near,  is  no  doubt  fully  understood  by  each  of  you.  Yet  it  is 
both  proper  and  necessary  that  I  make  some  brief  explanation  by  way  of 
preface  to  my  recommendations. 

For  some  time  the  subject  of  unemployment  compensation  insurance  has 
engaged  public  attention  and  challenged  legislative  consideration.  Our 
North  Carolina  General  Assembly  of  1933,  meeting  in  the  very  depths  of 
the  depression,  gave  consideration  to  it  and  passed  a  resolution  directing 
the  appointment  by  the  Governor  of  a  Commission  to  study  and  report  on 
the  problem.  Pursuant  to  that  resolution  a  Commission  was  appointed,  and 
with  funds  provided  through  a  Federal  Project,  initiated  and  sponsored  by 
me,  set  about  its  task  of  study  under  the  very  competent  chairmanship  and 
direction  of  Senator  Burgin  of  Davidson  County,  who  had  introduced  its 
authorizing  resolution.  This  study  and  accompanying  bill  and  data  was 
placed  by  me  at  the  disposal  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1935  with  my 
approval  and  a  recommendation  which  it  seems  proper  here  to  quote 
as  follows: 

"I  am  convinced  that  this  General  Assembly  should  take  definite 
action  to  provide  in  North  Carolina  such  insurance  and  that  its 
action  should  be  in  line  with  the  Federal  proposals  and  Congres- 
sional enactments  on  this  subject.  We  have  not  as  yet  full  informa- 
tion as  to  what  Congressional  action  will  be,  but  our  State  must 
put  itself  in  line  to  provide  for,  as  well  as  escape  from,  the  pen- 
alties of  such  legislation. 

"Besides,  as  I  have  previously  indicated,  this  is  an  advance  in 
social  legislation  which  our  State  should  not  fail  to  take  as  a 
matter  of  humanity  and  sensible  provision  against  future  industrial 
calamities." 

This  message  was  delivered  on  January  10,  1935.  Our  General  Assem- 
bly remained  in  session  until  May  but,  at  the  closing  date,  Congress  had 
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not  yet  acted,  and  so  an  emergency  measure  was  drawn  in  the  Governor's 
office  and  introduced  in  the  House  at  his  request  by  the  Honorable  R.  Gregg 
Cherry,  your  justly  distinguished  Speaker.  It  passed  both  Houses  on  May 
11,  the  last  day  of  their  session,  and  is  recorded  as  Chapter  492  of  the 
Public  Laws  of  1935.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  this  session  copies 
of  this  Act  were  sent  to  our  United  States  Senators  and  Congressmen  in 
a  letter  requesting  their  assistance  in  protecting  us  against  the  necessity 
for  a  Special  Session. 

It  was  not  until  the  following  August  that  Congressional  action  was 
completed  and  the  Social  Security  Act — including  this  feature — became  a 
Federal  law.  Appropriation  for  its  functioning,  however,  failed  of  passage 
at  this  Congressional  Session  and  was  not  finally  enacted  until  the  next 
regular  Session  of  Congress  in  January  of  this  year. 

Promptly  thereafter,  your  Governor  sought  to  obtain  approval  of  the 
Federal  Bureau  for  a  set-up  in  North  Carolina  under  the  Cherry  Act. 
Though  this  request  has  been  vigorously,  earnestly,  and  repeatedly  urged, 
both  by  the  Governor  and  the  Attorney-General,  we  have  been  unable  to 
secure  the  Board's  approval  for  such  a  set-up.  The  Cherry  Act  did  not 
levy  a  tax.  It  could  not  do  so,  for  at  the  time  of  its  passage  we  did  not 
know  what  tax,  if  any,  would  be  required  or  even  the  exact  form  that  final 
Congressional  action  (which  did  not  occur  until  months  later)  would 
assume.  It  provided,  however,  for  the  receipt  of  "contributions"  for  main- 
tenance of  the  activity  and  for  the  promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations 
governing  participation.  In  this  connection,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  Federal  Act  also  uses  this  very  word  "contribution"  which  word,  in 
derivation  certainly,  has  a  meaning  quite  contrary  to  that  of  the  word 
"tribute,"  which  is  synonymous  with  "tax."  But  since  the  Federal  Act 
defines  the  word  "contribution"  as  used  therein  as  a  payment  "required" 
to  be  made,  the  bureau  insists  that  this  provision  can  be  satisfied  only  by 
a  State  imposed  "tax."  Nor  does  it  agree  with  our  contention  that  the 
terms  of  this  Federal  provision  would  be  satisfied  by  rules  which  made 
"contribution"  by  an  industry  a  prerequisite  to  participation  of  its  em- 
ployees. Such  an  interpretation,  it  seems  to  us,  would  be  not  only  reason- 
able but  also  in  keeping  with  the  language  and  the  spirit  of  the  Federal  Act 
and  would  promote,  rather  than  retard,  the  Congressional  purpose  mani- 
fested in  its  passage  and  aid  in  accomplishing  a  nation-wide  acceptance 
of  what  was  evidently  envisioned  as  a  nation-wide  enterprise.  Indeed, 
such  a  construction  would  furnish  the  only  possible  means  for  the  partici- 
pation of  those  states — and  there  a  number  of  them — whose  constitutions 
forbid  the  imposition  of  a  tax  of  this  character  unless  these  States  can  set 
up  machinery  for  an  activity  financed  by  "contributions,"  their  citizens  will 
be  taxed  by  the  Federal  Government  for  an  enterprise  in  which  they  cannot 
possibly  cooperate  because  of  their  own  fundamental  law. 

All  this  is  set  down  not  in  criticism  of  any,  but  simply  by  way  of  show- 
ing that  your  Executive  not  only  constantly  advocated  such  insurance  but 
also  has  earnestly  endeavored  to  avoid  the  burden  of  this  Special  Session 
and  to  set  up  such  an  activity  in  accord  with  our  existing  laws.  In  com- 
mon with  our  able  Attorney  General,  I  believe  these  sufficient.    However,  the 
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steadfastly  maintained  attitude  of  the  Security  Board  and  the  last  minute 
rush  of  so  many  States  to  enact  legislation  and  accomplish  a  set-up  in 
form  approved  by  it  before  January  fh*st,  have  created  a  situation  of  such 
precariousness  that  I  felt  constrained  to  issue  the  call  which  brings 
you  here. 

Lest  our  citizens  be  faced  with  the  danger  of  losing  through  the 
Bureau's  ruling  a  substantial  sum  paid  for  an  enterprise  which  their 
Governor  and  Legislature  have  both  approved  and  to  the  end  that  there 
may  be  no  slightest  foundation  for  suggesting  that  North  Carolina  or  her 
officials  have  failed  to  do  all  and  everything  necessary  for  participation  in 
this  worthy  enterprise,  I  have  summoned  you  to  this  Extra  Session  and  do 
now  recommend  the  speedy  adoption  of  a  measure  carefully  prepared  and 
which  I  am  assured  is  federally  approved.  Controversial  questions  have 
been  avoided  in  its  drafting.  The  administrative  set-up  is  along  lines 
approved  by  my  successor,  in  whose  term,  largely,  it  will  develop  its  func- 
tioning. With  the  enactment  of  this  measure  all  doubt  of  our  right  to 
participate  will  be  dispelled.  The  only  hand  that  presently  stays  our  start 
upon  the  highway  which  we  seek  to  travel  or  threatens  to  withhold  the 
funds  we  feel  are  rightly  ours,  is  the  hand  that  levied  the  taxes  of  which 
they  are  a  part.  The  act,  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto,  should  remove 
this  danger.     I  trust  it  may  be  quickly  passed. 

The  nearness  of  your  Regular  Session  and  my  unwillingness  to  trespass 
unduly  either  upon  your  time  or  the  prerogatives  of  my  successor,  suggest 
the  inadvisability  of  my  making  now  any  further  recommendations.  Per- 
mit me,  however,  to  welcome  you  and  voice  my  complete  confidence  in  your 
ability  and  disposition  well  and  truly  to  perform  the  duties  which  have 
been  placed  upon  you. 

The  address  having  been  delivered,  on  motion  of  Senator  Johnston,  the 
Joint  Assembly  adjourns.

Your  Committee  on  Rules,  having  met  on  yesterday  for  the  purpose  of 
formulating  Rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the  Session  of  1937, 
adopted  without  change  the  Rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the 
Session  of  1935,  and  presents  same  to  the  House  for  adoption,  as  the  Rules 
of  the  Session  of  1937.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  of  Anson  the  above  report  is  adopted. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  of  Anson  two  thousand  copies  of  the  rules  are 
ordered  printed. 

RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

Touching  the  Duties  of  Speaker 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to  have  the  sessions  of  the  House 
opened  with  prayer. 

2.  He  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  at  the  hour  fixed  by  the  House 
on  the  preceding  legislative  day,  shall  immediately  call  the  members  to 
order,  and,  on  appearance  of  a  quoi-um,  cause  the  Journal  of  the  preceding 
day  to  be  approved. 

3.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  may  speak  to  points  of  order 
in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose,  and 
shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any 
member,  on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless 
by  leave  of  the  House.  A  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be 
necessary  to  sustain  any  appeal  from  the  ruling  of  the  Chair. 

4.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

5.  Questions  shall  be  put  in  this  form,  namely,  "Those  in  favor  (as 
the  question  may  be)  will  say,  'Aye',"  and  after  the  affirmative  voice  has 
been  expressed.  "Those  opposed  will  say,  'No'."  Upon  a  call  for  a  division 
the  Speaker  shall  count;  if  required,  he  shall  appoint  tellers. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  hall.  He  shall  have 
a  right  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  sub- 
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stitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  one  day,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  by 
leave  of  the  House. 

7.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  otherwise 
specially  ordered  by  the  House. 

8.  In  all  elections  the  Speaker  may  vote.  In  all  other  cases  he  may 
exercise  his  right  to  vote,  or  he  may  reserve  this  right  until  there  is  a  tie; 
but  in  no  case  shall  he  be  allowed  to  vote  twice  on  the  same  question. 

9.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  resolutions,  and  all  warrants  and  subpoenas 
issued  by  order  of  the  House  shall  be  signed  by  the  Speaker. 

10.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  galleries 
or  lobby,  the  Speaker  or  other  presiding  officer  shall  have  power  to  order 
the  same  to  be  cleared. 

11.  No  person  except  members  of  the  Senate,  officers  and  clerks  of  the 
General  Assembly,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  and  Superior  Courts,  State 
Officers,  former  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  persons  particular- 
ly invited  by  the  Speaker  shall  be  admitted  within  the  hall  of  the  House: 
Provided,  that  no  person  except  members  of  the  Senate  and  officers  of  the 
General  Assembly  shall  be  allowed  on  the  floor  of  the  House  or  in  the  lobby 
in  the  rear  of  the  Speaker's  desk,  unless  permitted  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House. 

12.  Reporters  wishing  to  take  down  debates  may  be  admitted  by  the 
Speaker,  who  shall  assign  such  places  to  them  on  the  floor  or  elsewhere, 
to  effect  this  object,  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  convenience  of  the 
House. 

13.  Smoking  shall  not  be  allowed  in  the  hall,  the  lobbies,  or  the  galleries 
while  the  House  is  in  session:  Provided,  that  smoking  may  be  permitted  in 
the  lobby  in  the  rear  of  the  Speaker's  desk. 

ORDER   OF    BUSINESS    OF    THE    DAY 

14.  After  the  approval  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day,  which  shall 
stand  approved  without  objection,  the  House  shall  proceed  to  business  in 
the  following  order,  viz: 

(1)  The  receiving  of  petitions,  memorials,  and  papers  addressed  to  the 
General  Assembly  or  to  the  House. 

(2)  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

(3)  Reports  of  select  committees. 

(4)  Resolutions. 

(5)  Bills. 

(6)  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  day. 

(7)  Bills,  resolutions,  petitions,  memorials,  messages,  and  other  papers 
on  the  Calendar,  in  their  exact  numerical  order,  unless  displaced  by  the 
orders  of  the  day;  but  messages  and  motions  to  elect  officers  shall  always 
be  in  order. 

No  member  shall  rise  from  his  seat  to  introduce  any  petition,  resolu- 
tion or  bill  out  of  order  unless  he  is  permitted  so  to  do  by  a  suspension  of 
the  rules. 
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ON  DECORUM  IN  DEBATE 

15.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the 
Speaker. 

16.  When  the  Speaker  shall  call  a  member  to  order,  the  member  shall 
sit  down,  as  also  he  shall  when  called  to  order  by  another  member,  unless 
the  Speaker  decides  the  point  of  order  in  his  favor.  By  leave  of  the  House 
a  member  called  to  order  may  clear  a  matter  of  fact,  or  explain,  but  shall 
not  proceed  in  debate  so  long  as  the  decision  stands  but  by  permission  of 
the  House.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  and 
if,  upon  appeal,  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he 
may  proceed;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not,  except  by  leave  of  the  House;  and 
if  the  case,  in  the  judgment  of  the  House,  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to 
its  censure. 

17.  No  member  shall  speak  until  recognized  by  the  Chair,  and  when 
two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the  Speaker  shall  name  the 
member  to  speak. 

18.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  main  question, 
nor  longer  than  thirty  minutes  for  the  first  speech  and  fifteen  minutes 
for  the  second  speech,  unless  allowed  to  do  so  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  present;  nor  shall  he  speak  more  than  once  upon 
an  amendment  or  motion  to  commit  or  postpone,  and  then  not  longer  than 
ten  minutes.  But  the  House  may,  by  consent  of  a  majority,  suspend  the 
operations  of  this  rule  during  any  debate  on  any  particular  question  before 
the  House,  or  the  Committee  on  Rules  may  bring  in  a  special  rule  that  shall 
be  applicable  to  the  debate  on  any  bill. 

19.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the 
House,  no  person  shall  speak,  stand  up,  walk  out  of  or  cross  the  House,  nor 
when  a  member  is  speaking  entertain  private  discourse,  stand  up,  or  pass 
between  him  and  the  Chair. 

20.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  when  he  was  not  present 
when  the  question  was  put  by  the  Speaker,  except  by  the  consent  of  the 
House.  Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  House  on  any  question,  no  mem- 
ber without  the  bar  shall  be  counted. 

21.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  hall  of  the  House  for  the  above 
purpose  when  the  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote  upon  a  call  of  the  ayes 
and  noes,  unless  the  House  for  special  reasons  shall  excuse  him,  and  no 
application  to  be  excused  from  voting  or  to  explain  a  vote  shall  be  enter- 
tained unless  made  before  the  call  of  the  roll.  The  hall  of  the  House  shall 
include  the  lobbies  and  offices  connected  with  the  hall. 

22.  When  a  motion  is  made  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  if 
written,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair  and  read  aloud  by  the  Speaker  or 
Clerk  before  debate.  A  motion  to  table  or  adjourn  shall  be  seconded  before 
the  motion  is  put  by  the  Speaker  to  the  vote  of  the  House. 

23.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  or  any 
two  members  request  it. 

24.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker  or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn 
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before  a  decision  or  amendment,  except  in  case  of  a  motion  to  reconsider, 
which  motion,  when  made  by  a  member,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
in  possession  of  the  House,  and  shall  not  be  withdrawn  without  leave  of 
the  House. 

25.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day 
certain,  to  commit  or  amend,  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged;  and  no  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or 
amend,  being  decided,  shall  be  again  allowed  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill 
or  proposition. 

26.  A  motion  to  adjourn  or  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate,  and  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  the 
House  is  voting  or  some  member  is  speaking;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
not  follow  a  motion  to  adjourn  until  debate  or  some  other  business  of  the 
House  has  intervened. 

26a.  In  case  of  adjournment  without  any  hour  being  named,  the  House 
shall  reconvene  on  the  next  legislative  day  at  twelve  o'clock  noon. 

27.  When  a  question  has  been  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall 
not  be  acted  on  again  dui'ing  the  session,  except  upon  a  two-thirds  vote. 

28.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  when  the 
same  shall  admit  of  it,  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  Speaker. 

29.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative 
or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move 
for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day,  unless  it 
may  have  subsequently  passed  the  Senate,  and  no  motion  to  reconsider 
shall  be  taken  from  the  table  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote.  But  unless  such 
vote  has  been  taken  by  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  any  member  may  move 
to  reconsider. 

30.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  which  has  been  read  in 
the  House,  and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined 
by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

31.  Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  House 
shall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker ;  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  thereof 
may  be  verbally  made  by  the  introducer  before  reference  to  a  committee, 
but  shall  not  be  debated  or  decided  on  the  day  of  their  first  being  read, 
unless  the  House  shall  direct  otherwise. 

32.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  are  called  for  on  any  question,  it  shall  be 
on  motion  before  the  question  is  put;  and  if  seconded  by  one-fifth  of  the 
members  present,  the  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  ayes  and  noes;  and 
in  taking  the  ayes  and  noes,  or  on  a  call  of  the  House,  the  names  of  the 
members  will  be  taken  alphabetically. 

33.  Decency  of  speech  shall  be  observed  and  personal  reflection 
carefully  avoided. 

34.  Any  member  may  arise  at  any  time  to  speak  to  a  question  of  per- 
sonal privilege,  and  upon  objection  to  him  proceeding,  the  Speaker  shall 
determine  if  the  question  is  one  of  privilege. 
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35.  Fifteen  members,  including  the  Speaker,  shall  be  authorized  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  members  of  the  House. 

36.  No  member  or  officer  of  the  House  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
service  of  the  House  without  leave,  unless  from  sickness  or  inability. 

37.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any  committee 
if  he  is  a  member  of  two  standing  committees. 

38.  If  any  member  shall  be  necessarily  absent  on  temporary  business 
of  the  House  when  a  vote  is  taken  upon  any  question,  upon  entering  the 
House  he  shall  be  permitted,  on  request,  to  vote,  provided  that  the  result 
shall  not  be  thereby  affected. 

39.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  rescinded  or  altered  without 
one  day's  notice  given  on  the  motion  thereof,  and  to  sustain  such  motion 
two-thirds  of  the  House  shall  be  required. 

40.  The  members  of  the  House  shall  uncover  their  heads  upon  entering 
the  House  while  it  is  in  session,  and  shall  continue  so  uncovered  during 
their  continuance  in  the  hall,  except  Quakers. 

41.  A  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  vote, 
except  a  motion  to  reconsider  an  indefinite  postponement,  or  a  motion  to 
reconsider  a  motion  tabling  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  shall  require  a 
two-thirds  vote. 

42.  After  a  bill  has  been  tabled  or  has  failed  to  pass  on  any  of  its 
readings,  the  contents  of  such  bill  or  the  principal  provisions  of  its  subject- 
matter  shall  not  be  embodied  in  any  other  measure.  Upon  the  point  of 
order  being  raised  and  sustained  by  the  Chair,  such  measure  shall  be  laid 
upon  the  table,  and  shall  not  be  taken  therefrom  except  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  elected  membership  of  the  House:  Provided,  no  local  bill  shall 
be  held  by  the  Chair  as  embodying  the  pi'ovisions  or  being  identical  with 
any  State-wide  measure  which  has  been  laid  upon  the  table,  or  failed  to 
pass  any  of  its  readings. 

42a.  A  motion  to  table  an  amendment  sent  up  from  the  floor  shall  not 
be  construed  as  a  motion  to  table  the  principal  bill  or  any  other  amend- 
ment which  has  been  offered  thereto,  and  if  such  motion  is  carried,  only 
the  amendment  shall  lie  upon  the  table. 

42b.  When  a  member  desires  to  interrupt  a  member  having  the  floor 
he  shall  first  obtain  recognition  by  the  Chair  and  permission  of  the  member 
occupying  the  floor,  and  when  so  recognized  and  such  permission  is  obtained, 
he  may  propound  a  question  to  the  member  occupying  the  floor,  but  he 
shall  not  propound  a  series  of  questions  or  interrogatories  or  otherwise 
interrupt  the  member  having  the  floor;  and  the  Speaker  shall,  without  the 
point  of  order  being  raised,  enforce  this  rule. 

Standing  Committees 

43.  At  the  commencement  of  the  Session  a  standing  committee  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  on  each  of  the  following  subjects,  namely:

The  first  member  announced  on  each  committee  shall  be  chairman. 

43a.  Whenever  the  House  shall  decline  or  refuse  to  concur  in  amend- 
ments put  by  the  Senate  to  a  bill  originating  in  the  House,  or  shall  refuse 
to  adopt  a  substitute  adopted  by  the  Senate  for  a  bill  originating  in  the 
House,  a  conference  committee  shall  be  appointed  upon  motion  made,  con- 
sisting of  the  number  named  in  the  motion ;  and  the  bill  under  considera- 
tion shall  thereupon  go  to  and  be  considered  by  the  joint  conferees  on  the 
part  of  the  House  and  Senate.     In  considering  matters  in  difference  between 
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the  House  and  Senate  committed  to  the  conferees,  only  such  matters  as  are 
in  difference  between  the  two  houses  shall  be  considered  by  the  conferees, 
and  the  conference  report  shall  deal  only  with  such  matters.  The  conference 
report  shall  not  be  amended.  Except  as  herein  set  out,  the  rules  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  Congress  sball  govern  the  appointment,  con- 
duct, and  reports  of  the  conferees. 

44.  In  forming  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  Speaker  shall 
leave  the  Chair,  and  a  Chairman  to  preside  in  committee  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Speaker. 

45.  Upon  bills  submitted  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  bill 
shall  be  first  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk,  and  then  again  read  and 
debated  by  sections,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be  last  considered.  The  body 
of  the  bill  shall  not  be  defaced  or  interlined,  but  all  amendments,  noting 
the  page  and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  Clerk  on  a  separate  paper 
as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the 
House.  After  report,  the  bill  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and 
amended  by  sections  before  a  question  on  its  passage  be  taken. 

46.  The  rules  of  procedui'e  in  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except 
the  rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking  and  the  previous  question. 

47.  In  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  a  motion  that  the  committee 
rise  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a  member  is  speaking,  and  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

48.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  suspension  of  the  rules, 
or  by  order  of  the  House,  or  on  the  report  of  a  committee,  unless  introduced 
in  regular  order  during  the  moi'ning  hour. 

49.  All  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be  reported  from  the  committee  to 
which  referred,  with  such  recommendations  as  the  Committee  may  desire 
to  make. 

50.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  separate  readings  in  the  House  pre- 
vious to  its  passage,  and  the  Speaker  shall  give  notice  at  each  whether  it 
be  its  first,  second,  or  third  reading. 

51.  Any  member  introducing  a  bill  or  resolution  shall  briefly  endorse 
thereon  the  substance  of  the  same. 

52.  All  bills  and  resolutions  shall  upon  their  introduction  be  referred 
by  the  Speaker,  without  suggestion  from  the  introducer,  to  the  appropriate 
committee.  No  bills  shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  committee  to  which 
referred  except  upon  motion  duly  made  and  carried  by  a  majority  vote. 

53.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  keep  a  separate  calendar  of  the  public, 
local,  and  private  bills,  and  shall  number  them  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  introduced,  and  all  bills  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  they  stand 
upon  the  Calendar;  but  the  Committee  on  Rules  may  at  any  time  arrange 
the  order  of  precedence  in  which  bills  may  be  considered.  No  bill  shall  be 
twice  read  on  the  same  day  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members. 

54.  All  resolutions  which  may  grant  money  out  of  the  Treasury,  or 
such  as  shall  be  of  public  nature,  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  in  a 
similar  manner  with  public  bills. 
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55.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  deemed  to  continue  in  office  until 
another  is  appointed. 

56.  On  the  point  of  no  quorum  being  raised,  the  doors  shall  be  closed 
and  there  shall  be  a  call  of  the  House,  and  upon  a  call  of  the  House  the 
names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  over  by  the  Clerk  and  the  absentees 
noted,  after  which  the  names  of  the  absentees  shall  again  be  called  over. 
Those  for  whom  no  excuse  or  sufficient  excuses  are  made  may,  by  order  of 
those  present,  if  fifteen  in  number,  be  taken  into  custody  as  they  appear,  or 
may  be  sent  for  and  taken  into  custody  wherever  to  be  found  by  special 
messenger  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

Previous  Question 

57.  The  previous  question  shall  be  as  follows:  "Shall  the  main  question 
be  now  put?"  and,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  and 
debate.  If  this  question  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative,  the  "main  ques- 
tion" shall  be  on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  resolution,  or  other  matter  under 
consideration;  but  when  amendments  are  pending,  the  question  shall  be 
taken  upon  such  amendments,  in  inverse  order,  without  further  debate  or 
amendment.  If  such  question  be  decided  in  the  negative,  the  main  question 
shall  be  considered  as  remaining  under  debate:  Provided,  that  no  one  shall 
move  the  previous  question  except  the  member  submitting  the  report  on  the 
bill  or  other  matter  under  consideration,  and  the  member  introducing  the 
bill  or  other  matter  under  consideration,  or  the  member  in  charge  of  the 
measure,  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  report- 
ing the  same  to  the  House  at  the  time  the  bill  or  other  matter  under  con- 
sideration is  reported  to  the  House  or  taken  up  for  consideration. 

When  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  is  made,  and  pending  the 
second  thereto  by  a  majority,  debate  shall  cease;  but  if  any  member  obtains 
the  floor,  he  may  move  to  lay  the  matter  under  consideration  on  the  table, 
or  move  an  adjournment,  and  when  both  or  either  of  these  motions  are 
pending  the  question  shall  stand: 

(1)  Previous  question. 

(2)  To  Adjourn. 

(3)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

And  then  upon  the  main  question,  or  amendments,  or  the  motion  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  amend,  in  the 
order  of  their  precedence,  until  the  main  question  is  reached  or  disposed  of; 
but  after  the  previous  question  has  been  called  by  a  majority,  no  motion, 
or  amendment,  or  debate  shall  be  in  order. 

All  motions  below  the  motions  to  lay  on  the  table  must  be  made  prior 
to  a  motion  for  the  previous  question;  but,  pending  and  not  after  the 
second  therefor,  by  the  majority  of  the  House,  a  motion  to  adjourn  or  lay 
on  the  table,  or  both,  are  in  order.  This  constitutes  the  precedence  of  the 
motions  to  adjourn  and  lay  on  the  table  over  other  motions,  in  Rule  25. 

Motions  stand  as  follows  in  order  of  precedence  in  Rule  26: 

Previous  question. 

Adjourn. 

Lay  on  the  table. 

Postpone  definitely. 

To  commit  or  amend. 
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When  the  previous  question  is  called,  all  motions  below  it  fall,  unless 
made  prior  to  the  call,  and  all  motions  above  it  fall  after  its  second  by  a 
majority  required.  Pending  the  second,  the  motions  to  adjourn  and  lay  on 
the  table  are  in  order,  but  not  after  a  second.  When  in  order  and  evei'y 
motion  is  before  the  House,  the  question  stands  as  follows: 

Previous  question. 

Adjourn. 

Lay  on  the  table. 

Postpone  indefinitely. 

Postpone  definitely. 

To  commit. 

Amendment  to  amendment. 

Amendment. 

Substitute. 

Bill. 

The  previous  question  covers  all  other  motions  when  seconded  by  a 
majority  of  the  House,  and  proceeds  by  regular  graduation  to  the  main 
question,  without  debate,  amendment,  or  motion,  until  such  question  is 
reached  or  disposed  of. 

58.  All  committees,  other  than  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  when 
favorably  reporting  any  bill  which  carries  an  appropriation  from  the  State, 
shall  indicate  same  in  the  report,  and  said  bill  shall  be  re-referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  for  a  further  report  before  being  acted  upon 
by  the  House.  All  committees,  other  than  the  Committee  on  Finance,  when 
favorably  reporting  any  bill  which  in  any  way  or  manner  raises  revenue 
or  levies  a  tax  or  authorizes  the  issue  of  bonds  or  notes,  whether  public, 
public-local,  or  private,  shall  indicate  same  in  the  report,  and  said  bill  shall 
be  re-referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  for  a  further  report  before 
being  acted  upon  by  the  House. 

59.  The  Principal  Clerk,  the  Engrossing  Clerk,  and  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  may  appoint,  with  the  approval  of  the  Speaker,  such  assistants  as 
may  be  necessary  to  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  various 
offices,  and  one  or  more  of  whom  may  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker  from  the 
Engrossing  Clerk's  office  to  the  office  of  the  Legislative  Reference  Librarian 
for  the  purpose  of  drafting  bills. 

60.  The  Speaker  may  appoint  a  Clerk  to  the  Speaker,  and  he  may  also 
appoint  ten  pages  to  wait  upon  the  sessions  of  the  House,  and  when  the 
pressure  of  business  may  require,  he  may  appoint  five  additional  pages. 

61.  The  Chairman  of  each  of  the  following  committees:  Appropria- 
tions, Counties,  Cities  and  Towns,  Education,  Finance,  and  Roads,  may 
each  appoint  a  clerk  to  the  said  committees;  and  the  Chairmen  of  Judiciary 
Committee  No.  1  and  of  Judiciary  Committee  No.  2  may  jointly  appoint 
a  clerk  to  serve  both  of  said  committees;  and  the  Chairmen  of  Agriculture 
and  Banks  and  Banking  may  jointly  appoint  a  clerk  to  serve  both  of  said 
committees;  and  the  Chairmen  of  Propositions  and  Grievances  and  In- 
surance may  jointly  appoint  a  clerk  to  serve  both  of  said  committees;  and 
the  Chairmen  of  Salaries  and  Fees  and  Courts  and  Judicial  Districts  may 
jointly  appoint  a  clerk  to  serve  both  of  said  committees.  All  committee 
clerks  heretofore  provided  for  are  to  be  appointed  by  and  with  the  approval 
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of  the  Speaker.  All  committee  clerks  after  being  named  as  provided  by 
this  rule  shall  be  subject  to  assignments  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Rules 
Committee  when  they  are  not  engaged  with  the  committee  or  committees 
to  which  they  have  been  regularly  assigned. 

62.  That  no  clerk,  laborer,  or  other  person  employed  or  appointed 
under  Rules  59,  60,  and  61  hereof  shall  receive  during  such  employment, 
appointment,  or  service  any  compensation  from  any  other  department  of 
the  State  Government,  or  from  any  other  source,  and  there  shall  not  be 
voted,  paid,  or  awarded  any  additional  pay,  bonus  or  gratuity  to  any  of 
them,  but  said  persons  shall  receive  only  the  pay  for  such  duties  and  services 
as  now  provided  by  law.  When  the  House  is  not  in  session  the  pages  shall 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Principal  Clerk. 

63.  The  chairman  and  five  other  members  of  any  committee  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  of  said  committee  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

64.  The  Committee  on  the  Journal  shall  examine  daily  the  Journal  of 
the  House  before  the  hour  of  convening,  and  report  after  the  opening  of 
the  House  whether  or  not  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  day  have  been 
correctly  recorded. 

65.  When  a  bill  shall  be  reported  by  a  committee  with  a  recommenda- 
tion that  it  be  not  passed,  but  accompanied  by  a  minority  report,  the  ques- 
tion before  the  House  shall  be  "The  adoption  of  the  minority  report,"  and 
it  failing  to  be  adopted  by  a  majority  vote,  the  bill  shall  be  placed  upon 
the  unfavorable  calendar.  Such  minority  report  shall  be  signed  by  at 
least  three  members  of  the  committee  who  were  present  when  the  bill  was 
considered  in  committee :  Provided,  hoivever,  that  where  a  minority  report 
is  filed  the  proponents  and  opponents  of  the  question  presented  thereby 
shall  be  allowed  not  to  exceed  ten  minutes  on  each  side  to  explain  the  ques- 
tion: Provided  further,  that  by  a  majority  vote  the  time  may  be  extended 
for  a  discussion  of  the  minority  report  and  on  the  merits  of  the  bill.  In 
the  event  there  is  an  unfavorable  report  with  no  minority  report  accom- 
panying it,  the  bill  shall  be  placed  upon  the  unfavorable  calendar.  To 
take  a  bill  from  the  unfavorable  calendar,  a  two-thirds  vote  shall  be 
necessary. 

65a.  A  bill  from  the  unfavorable  calendar  shall  not  be  debatable,  but 
the  movant  may  make  a  brief  and  concise  statement  of  the  reasons  for  the 
motion  before  making  the  motion,  taking  not  more  than  five  minutes. 

66.  Whenever  a  public  bill  is  introduced  a  carbon  copy  thereof  shall 
accompany  the  bill.  The  Reading  Clerk  shall  stamp  the  copy  with  the 
number  stamped  upon  the  original  bill.  Such  copy  shall  be  daily  delivered 
to  the  joint  committee  hereinafter  provided  for.  The  Principal  Clerk  shall 
deliver  the  carbon  copy  of  the  bills  designated  to  be  printed,  as  hereinafter 
provided  for,  to  the  Public  Printer  and  cause  four  hundred  copies  thereof 
to  be  printed.  On  the  morning  following  the  delivery  of  the  printed  copies 
the  Chief  Clerk  shall  cause  the  chief  page  to  have  one  copy  thereof  put  upon 
the  desk  of  each  member  and  shall  retain  the  other  printed  copies  in  his 
office.  A  sufficient  number  of  the  printed  copies  for  the  use  of  the  committee 
to  which  the  bill  is  referred  shall  be  by  the  chief  page  delivered  to  the 
chairman  or  clerk  of  that  committee.  If  the  bill  is  passed,  the  remaining 
copies  shall  be  by  the  chief  page  delivered  to  the  Principal  Clerk  of  the 
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Senate  for  the  use  of  the  Senate.  The  cost  of  printing  shall  be  paid  from 
the  contingent  fund  of  the  House  of  Repi-esentatives.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Rules  Committee  of  the  House  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee 
of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  two  members  of 
the  House  and  two  members  of  the  Senate  from  the  body  of  the  House  and 
Senate,  and  such  chairmen  shall  notify  the  Principal  Clerk  of  the  House 
and  of  the  Senate  who  has  been  so  appointed.  Such  sub-committee  shall 
meet  daily  and  examine  the  carbon  copies  of  the  public  bills  introduced 
and  determine  which  of  such  public  bills  shall  be  printed  and  which  shall 
not,  and  stamp  the  copies  accordingly.  Such  sub-committee  shall  serve  for 
one  week  unless  for  good  cause  the  chairmen  of  the  respective  rules  com- 
mittees shall  determine  otherwise.  If  the  member  introducing  a  public 
bill,  which  the  committee  shall  determine  should  not  be  printed,  so  desires, 
he  may  appear  before  the  committee  at  the  next  meeting  thereof  with 
reference  thereto. 

67.  Whenever  any  resolution  or  bill  is  introduced  a  carbon  copy  thereof 
shall  be  attached  thereto,  and  the  Principal  Clerk  shall  cause  said  carbon 
copy  to  be  numbered  as  the  original  resolution  or  bill  is  numbered,  and 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  available  at  all  times  to  the  member  introducing 
the  same.  In  case  the  resolution  or  bill  is  a  public  resolution  or  bill,  an 
additional  carbon  copy  shall  also  be  attached  thereto  for  the  use  of  the 
Public  Printer,  under  the  provisions  of  Rule  66.

Governor  Clyde  R.  Hoey 

TO  THE 

General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina 
Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  and  Members  of  the  General  Assembly : 
In   accordance  with   the   provisions   of   Executive   Budget  Act,   Chapter 
100,  Public  Laws  1929,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  the  Budget, 
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the  Appropriations  Bill,  and  the  Budget  Revenue  Bill,  which  contain  the 
proposals  made  by  the  Budget  Commission. 

These  bills  will  furnish  a  basis  upon  which  you  can  proceed  with  the 
consideration  of  the  matters  of  appropriations  and  revenue.  I  need  not 
emphasize  their  importance  and  you  fully  realize  the  necessity  of  giving 
careful  study  to  these  perplexing  problems.  Of  course  you  realize  that 
the  bills  which  I  present  to  you  are  not  the  work  of  the  present  adminis- 
tration. 

The  Budget  Commission  is  composed  of  men  of  high  intelligence  and 
broad  experience  and  they  have  diligently  considered  these  problems  and 
prepared  their  recommendations  with  great  detail.  I  wish  to  commend 
them  for  the  intelligent  and  painstaking  consideration  which  they  have 
given  to  the  subject  of  raising  revenue  by  legislation  and  expending  it 
in  the  form  of  appropriations.  Their  report  deserves  your  full  and  thought- 
ful consideration  and  each  member  of  the  Commission  is  entitled  to  our 
thanks  and  appreciation. 

The  bills  which  I  present  to  you  represent  the  best  thought  of  the 
Commission.  In  the  brief  space  of  time  which  has  elapsed  since  these  bills 
came  into  my  hands  I  have  not  had  the  opportunity  to  study  the  measures 
and  am  not  prepared  to  advise  you  as  to  my  own  thought  concerning  all 
the  provisions  which  they  contain.  However,  instead  of  delaying  the 
presentation  to  you  of  these  measures,  while  I  gave  consideration  to 
them,  I  am  transmitting  them  to  you  now  in  the  hope  that  you  will  begin 
at  once  your  study  and  consideration.  I  reserve  the  right  to  communicate 
with  you  further  upon  these  proposals  and  to  approve  or  oppose  any  of 
the  provisions  if  I  should  deem  such  course  advisable  after  full  in- 
vestigation. 

One  important  matter  should  be  realized  by  all:  that  is,  as  conditions 
improve  it  will  be  impossible  to  secure  the  same  objectives  at  the  same 
cost,  but  these  improved  conditions  which  we  truly  hope  for  and  believe 
to  be  actual  should  not  be  the  basis  for  increasing  the  burdens  not  reason- 
ably and  fairly  justified. 

In  making  this  transmittal  to  you  I  think  it  is  proper  for  me  to  say 
that  in  my  opinion  the  budget  system  is  the  only  one  by  which  we  can 
control  our  governmental  operations  and  safeguard  the  credit  of  the 
State  to  the  extent  required  by  orderly,  efficient,  and  economical  govern- 
ment. Business  and  government  require  this  system  and  past  experiences 
fully  justify  its  continuance.  In  such  a  system  mistakes  and  extravagances 
make  their  appearances  in  such  detail  that  corrective  measures  can  be 
more  quickly  found  and  the  proper  remedies  applied. 

You  will  discover  from  an  examination  of  the  Budget  Report  that  no 
provision  is  made  to  cover  some  of  the  necessary  expenditures  that  will 
have  to  be  made  by  the  State  during  the  next  biennium:  chief  among  the 
number  being  old  age  assistance.  Since  this  legislation  has  not  yet  been 
enacted  the  Budget  Commission  made  no  provision  for  such  expenditures 
as  might  arise  following  its  enactment.  This  applies  to  other  measures 
which  you  may  see  fit  to  adopt  and  which  are  not  covered  by  any  appro- 
priation in  the   Budget  Report.   This  will  necessitate  additional  provision 
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being  made  for  revenues  to  meet  any  additional  expenditures  which  you 
may  authorize. 

I  deem  it  important  to  say  to  you  in  this  connection  that  it  is  impera- 
tive that  our  revenue  shall  equal  our  appropriations.  1  sincerely  hope 
and  believe  that  we  entirely  agree  upon  this  uncompromising  principle. 
We  should  always  be  mindful  of  the  surety  of  our  revenues  and  adopt 
sources  of  reality  and  not  make  expenditures  supported  only  by  mythical 
estimates. 

I  am  confident  that  you  will  meet  these  problems  with  fairness,  hon- 
esty and  courage  and  that  you  will  apply  your  fine  intelligence  to  work- 
ing out  the  best  possible  solution  of  these  vexing  problems.  I  assure  you 
of  my  full  and  hearty  cooperation  at  all  times  and  will  be  pleased  to  con- 
sult with  you  individually  or  collectively  as  you  proceed  to  the  discharge 
of  the  important  duties  which  devolve  upon  you  in  connection  with  these 
measures  of  grave  public   concern.

STATEMENT    BY    MEMBER 

I  desire  to  have  an  explanation  of  my  vote  in  opposition  to  House  Bill 
No.  46  set  forth  in  the  record  to  the  effect  that  my  personal  opposition 
to  the  bill  is  predicated  upon  the  fact  that  the  bill  does  not  provide  any 
machinery  for  legal  control  of  liquor  in  the  event  the  referendum  favors 
legalization,  in  which  case  it  is  apparent  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
have  an  Extraordinary  Session  of  the  Legislature  to  enact  such  control 
measures.  Further  that  the  bill  repeals  the  law  legalizing  the  sale  of 
beer  and  light  wine,  from  which  the  State  received  approximately  a  mil- 
lion dollars  in  revenue  during  the  past  year. 

I  have  no  objection  to  allowing  the  people  to  express  their  views  on 
liquor;  and  to  the  contrary,  I  am  in  favor  of  submission  of  the  question 
to  the  people  affected  before  placing  any  laws  into  effect  relating  to 
liquor.  I  further  oppose  the  Bill  for  if  the  so-called  drys  should  lose 
the  State  referendum  the  result  would  be  tantamount  to  forcing  liquor 
stores  in  counties,  whether  they  wanted  them  or  not.

STATEMENT  BY  MEMBER 

Mr.  Speaker: 

Explaining  my  vote  on  the  second  reading  of  the  Revenue  Bill: 
On  yesterday  I  offered  an  amendment  to  strike  out  subsection  (f)  of 
Section  122  and  subsection  (a)  of  Section  155  of  the  Committee  Sub- 
stitute Bill.  In  offering  those  amendments  I  contended  that  a  large 
number  of  people  in  the  State  were  at  disagreement  with  those  subsections 
in  two  respects.  First,  on  the  general  principal  that  a  sales  tax  levy  of 
3%  ought  not  to  be  extended  to  wholesale  purchases  of  materials  for 
processing  into  building  construction  no  matter  by  whom  purchased  nor 
where  used.  Secondly,  that  the  two  subsections  as  now  set  up  in  the 
Revenue  Bill  constitute  a  definite  and  discriminatory  levy  on  a  restricted 
group  of  citizens  and  is  not  general  and  equitably  to  be  applied. 

I  conceive  that  the  House  in  rejecting  my  amendment  to  strike  out 
these  subsections  intended  to  overrule  me,  in  the  House,  on  my  conten- 
tion that  three  per  cent  license  to  use  building  materials  in  the  State 
ought  not  to  be  applied  as  the  settled  policy  of  the  State.  I  do  not  believe 
that  the  House  intended  to  apply  a  discriminatory  levy  on  a  small  group 
of  citizens  in  the  State.  The  Department  of  Revenue  agrees  with  us, 
now,  that  the  bill,  as  written,  does  include  and  permits  and  requires  such 
discriminatory  levy.  The  Department  has  agreed,  in  view  of  the  dis- 
criminatory incidence  of  the  tax,  as  now  set  up  in  the  bill,  that,  before

the  bill  goes  on  the  first  reading  in  the  Senate,  the  Department  will  offer 
and  promote  such  changes  as  will  require  reasonable  uniformity  of  appli- 
cation and  practical  absence  of  discrimination  to  the  end  that  all  users 
of  building  materials  in  North  Carolina  shall  be,  alike,  chargeable  with 
the  same  tax. 

It  is  understood  fully  that  those  in  agreement  with  my  position  reserve 
the  right  and  fully  intend  to  resist  the  passage,  in  the  Senate,  of  a  measure 
intended  and  calculated  to  extend  the  three  per  cent  so-called  sales  tax 
levy  to  include  all  and  every  of  building  materials  to  be  used  in  North 
Carolina.  In  view  of  the  above  set  forth  parliamentary  status  of  this 
matter  I  vote  on  the  second  reading  "aye."

Mr.  Speaker: 

I  am  voting  "NO"  on  the  revenue  bill  for  three  reasons: 

First.  This  revenue  bill  makes  no  honest  effort  to  fulfill  the  Democratic 
Pax'ty  pledge  to  take  the  sales  tax  off  the  necessities  of  life.  I  am  unal- 
terably opposed  to  this  vicious  and  unjust  tax  on  the  living  of  the  poor 
of  North  Carolina,  and  I  think  the  revenue  bill  should  reveal  at  least  an 
honest  effort  to  reduce  the  burden  of  the  sales  tax  and  get  more  money 
from  sources  able  to  pay.

CONFERENCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Report  of  the  Conference  Committee  on  the  Substitute  for  House  Bill 
No.  55  Known  As  the  Hanford  Liquor  Control  Bill: 

To  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives: 

The  undersigned  Conferees  do  hereby  report  that  they  have  agreed 
upon  a  Conference  Report  and  recommend  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives the  adoption  of  the  following: 

There  were  ten  amendments  adopted  by  the  Senate  to  the  above  en- 
titled bill.  These  amendments  were  as  follows: 

Amendment  No.  1  offered  by  Senator  Ballentine:  Amend  Section  (4) 
sub-section  (c)  by  inserting  after  the  word  "beverages"  and  before  the 
word  "and"  in  line  9  the  following:  "and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board 
to  require  the  store  or  stores  in  the  several  counties  coming  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  to  fix  and  maintain  uniform  prices." 

Amendment  No.  2  offered  by  Senator  Ballentine:  Amend  Section  (4) 
sub-section  (f)  by  striking  out  the  words  in  that  part  of  the  section  after 
the  word  "boards"  in  line  23  and  before  the  word  "with"  in  line  26  and 
by  striking  out  the  word  "such"  in  line  26. 

Amendment  No.  3  offered  by  Senator  Ballentine:  Amend  Section  (4) 
sub-section  (h)  by  striking  out  the  word  "inquire"  in  line  35  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "require." 

Amendment  No.  4  offered  by  Senator  Ballentine:  Amend  Section  (4) 
sub-section  (j)  by  inserting  after  the  word  "board"  in  line  48  and  before 
the  word  "but"  the  following:  "Provided  that  no  store  shall  be  located 
in  any  town  or  township,  within  a  county  coming  under  the  provision  of 
this  act,  which  cast  the  majority  of  its  votes  against  county  control  stores. 
Provided  further  that  after  the  expiration  of  three  or  more  years  from 
the  holding  of  the  last  election  such  town  or  township  may  upon  petition 
of  15  percentum  of  its  qualified  voters  call  and  hold  another  election  to 
determine  whether  or  not  a  store  may  be  located  within  its  borders." 

Amendment  No.  5  offered  by  Senator  Ballentine:  Amend  Section  16, 
page  19  by  inserting  in  line  7  after  the  word  "street"  and  before  the  word 
"and"  the  following:  "at  any  football  game  or  other  public  assemblage." 
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Amendment  No.  6  offered  by  Senator  Rodman:  Amend  by  adding  a  new- 
sentence  to  the  end  of  the  second  paragraph  in  line  26  on  page  23  thereof 
to  read  as  follows:  "In  calling  for  such  special  liquor  election  the  County 
Board  of  Elections  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days  public  notice  of  same 
prior  to  the  opening  of  the  registration  books,  and  the  registration  books 
shall  remain  open  for  the  same  period  of  time  before  such  special  liquor 
election  as  is  required  by  law  for  them  to  remain  open  for  a  regular  elec- 
tion. A  new  registration  of  voters  for  such  special  liquor  election  is  not  re- 
quired and  all  qualified  electors  who  are  properly  registered  prior  to  the 
registration  for  the  special  election,  as  well,  as  those  electors  who  register 
in  said  special  liquor  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  said  election." 

Amendment  No.  7  offered  by  Senator  Halstead:  Amend  by  inserting  at 
the  end  of  Section  23  the  following:  "That  in  addition  to  the  provisions 
set  out  in  this  act  for  enforcement  of  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  there- 
of, there  is  hereby  created  in  each  county  of  the  State,  irrespective  of 
whether  there  be  a  liquor  store  in  said  county  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  an  investigation  and  enforcement  unit,  comprising  the  sheriff  of  the 
county  and  the  constables  and  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  several  town- 
ships thereof,  each  of  whom  shall  in  addition  to  the  present  duties  and 
functions  of  their  respective  office,  upon  due  inquiry  and  investigation  of 
the  conditions  with  respect  to  violations  of  the  spirit  and  law  of  this  act 
and  such  other  violations  of  laws  regarding  alcoholic  beverages,  make  and 
file  with  the  recorder  or  presiding  officer  of  the  County  Court  the  first 
Monday  of  each  month,  and  with  the  presiding  Judge  of  the  Superior

enforcement  of  the  law,  such  reports  shall  be  in  writing,  sworn  to  and 
subscribed  by  the  aforesaid  officer.  The  reports  made  to  the  presiding 
Judge  of  the  Criminal  Terms  of  the  Superior  Court  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
read  by  the  said  presiding  Judge  to  the  Grand  Jury  in  Open  Court  at  the 
time  of  the  charge  to  the  Grand  Jury  and  turned  over  to  that  body  each 
term."

STATEMENT    BY    MEMBER 

I  am  voting  "No"  on  the  Revenue  Bill — because: 

1st.  The  Revenue  Bill  does  not  fulfill  the  pledge  in  the  Democratic 
platform  to  remove  the  sales  tax  from  the  necessities  of  life. 

2nd.  The  revenue  secured  from  the  sales  tax  can  be  gotten  by  taxes 
on  incomes,  inheritances,  franchises  on  power  and  bus  companies  and  other 
sources  of  wealth,  which  proposals  I  introduced  and  supported  in  lieu  of 
the  sales  tax. 

3rd.  The  people  of  our  State  have  voted  overwhelmingly  to  increase 
the  income  tax  limit,  and  this  should  be  reasonably  and  substantially  com- 
plied with  before  resorting  to  the  sales  tax. 

4th.  Liquor  has  been  made  legal  with  the  tax  thereon  too  small  to 
correct  its  damages   and  provide  needed  revenue  for  the  State  and  if  we 
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are  to  have  liquor  the  tax  thereon  should  be  sufficient  to  help  supplant  the 
sales  tax  and  materially  contribute  toward  social  securities  cost. 

5th.  The  Revnue  Bill  provides  for  diverting  about  FOUR  MILLION 
DOLLARS  from  the  gasoline  tax  which  I  consider  a  "special  tax"  levied 
for  a  "special  purpose"  at  a  time  when  rural  roads  need  every  possible 
resource  available  in  the  highway  funds  for  repair  and  improvements. 

6th.  This  bill  will  make  it  necessary  for  the  County  Commissioners  of 
our  county  to  levy  a  larger  tax  on  the  land  and  homes  of  our  people.  I  am 
firmly  opposed  to  the  State  shifting  its  burdens  to  the  farms  and  homes 
through  the  several  counties. 

7th.  This  whole  bill  is  written  with  more  regard  for  protection  of 
wealth  than  for  protection  and  convenience  of  the  masses  of  our  people,  and 
to  this  I  am  unalterably  opposed. 

I  have  a  very  high  regard  for  those  members  of  this  body  who  have 
worked  on  the  Revenue  Bill. 

My  conviction,  Mr.  Speaker,  is  not  susceptive  of  compromise  for  political 
expediency  or  for  any  other  reason,  I  therefore  vote  "No."

CONFERENCE  REPORT 

Honorable  W.  P.  Horton,  President  of  the  Senate 

and 

Honorable  R.  Gregg  Cherry,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

The  undersigned  Conferees  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, after  full  conference  and  discussion,  have  agreed  and  now 
recommend  and  report  as  follows: 

(1)  That  the  House  do  concur  in  Senate  amendment  No.  1. 

(2)  That  Senate  amendment  No.  2  to  section  3  be  adopted  and  there 
shall  be  added  thereto  the  following  language:  "The  State  School  Commis- 
sion shall  designate  from  its  membership  an  Executive  Committee,  composed 
of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, the  State  Treasurer,  and  two  other  members,  with  whom  the  Executive 
Secrtary  may  confer  with  reference  to  the  administration  of  this  act  when 
the  Commission  is  not  in  session.  The  purpose  of  this  provision  is  to 
provide  an  agency  for  consultation  and  advice  as  to  questions  arising  be- 
tween meetings  of  the  Commission,  and  for  the  purpose  of  effectuating  a 
closer  unity  between  the  different  agencies  dealing  with  the  schools.  The 
Secretary  shall  keep  a  l'ecord  of  the  proceedings  of  any  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  in  the  same  manner  as  proceedings  of  the  full  Com- 
mission are  kept  and  recorded." 
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(3)  That  Senate  amendments  to  section  6  which  read  as  follows,  be 
adopted:  "Amend  section  6,  page  7,  line  8,  by  striking  out  the  words  'holds, 
or  is  entitled  to  hold,'  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  'is  a 
graduate  of  a  four  years  standard  college,  or  at  the  present  time  holds  a 
superintendent's  certificate.'  Amend  section  6  further  by  striking  out  the 
colon  after  the  word  'office'  in  line  14,  and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  a 
period,  and  striking  out  the  remainder  of  said  paragraph." 

(4)  That  Senate  amendment  No.  4  to  section  7  which  reads  as  follows, 
be  adopted:  "Amend  section  7,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  period  in  line 
thirteen  to  the  end  of  the  sentence  in  line  twenty-six  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following:  'The  District  Committee  shall  elect  the  principals  for 
the  schools  of  the  districts  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  County  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  and  the  County  Board  of  Education.  The  principals  of 
the  districts  shall  nominate  and  the  District  Committees  shall  elect  the 
teachers  for  all  the  schools  of  the  districts,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
County  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  County  Board  of  Education.  In 
the  event  the  local  school  authorities  herein  provided  for  are  unable  to  agree 
upon  the  nomination  and  election  of  teachers,  the  matter  shall  be  appealed 
to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  who  shall  have  authority 
to  certify  the  name  of  a  person  to  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  to 
be  employed  for  the  ensuing  school  term.  All  principals  and  teachers  shall 
enter  into  a  written  contract  upon  forms  to  be  furnished  by  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction  before  becoming  eligible  to  receive  any  pay- 
ment from  State  funds'." 

(5)  That  the  House  concur  in  Senate  amendment  No.  5  to  section  9  and 
that  said  amendment  be  adopted,  which  reads  as  follows:  "By  striking  out 
all  of  amendment  number  5  to  section  9  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the

It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  County  Superintendent  or  administrative  head  to  notify 
applicant  of  election  or  rejection  within  a  period  of  thirty  days'." 

(7)  That  Senate  amendment  No.  7  to  section  13,  striking  out  in  line 
eleven  the  words  "and  number  of  buses  running  to,"  and  by  striking  out  in 
lines  thirteen  and  fourteen  the  words  "and  number  of  busses  running  to," 
be  adopted. 

(8)  That  Senate  amendment  No.  8  to  section  14  on  page  15,  in  line 
29,  striking  out  the  word  "county"  after  the  word  "any"  and  before  the 
word  "administrative"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  word  "city,"  be 
adopted. 
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(9)  That  Senate  amendment  No.  9  to  section  14,  striking  out  in  lines 
eight  and  nine  the  following:  "or  any  school  district  within  said  County 
administrative  unit";  and  striking  out  in  line  thirteen  the  words  "and/or 
district,"  and  striking  out  in  line  sixteen  the  words  "or  district,"  be  adopted. 

(10)  That  Senate  amendment  No.  10  to  section  15,  subsection  (c)  in 
line  twenty-five  inserting  the  word  "Budgets"  between  the  words  "funds" 
and  "shall,"  be  adopted. 

(11)  That  Senate  amendment  No.  11,  to  section  16,  line  14,  page  18, 
striking  out  the  word  "converted"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
"covered,"  be  adopted. 

(12)  That  Senate  amendment  No.  12  to  section  21,  which  reads  as 
follows,  be  adopted:  "Strike  out  all  of  section  21  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following:  'Audit.

'All  bus  routes  thus  established  shall  be  filed  with  the  County  Board  of 
Education,  prior  to  the  opening  of  school,  and  in  the  event  any  of  said  routes 
are  disapproved  by  the  County  Board  of  Education,  notice  of  same  shall  be 
filed  with  the  State  School  Commission  and  a  hearing  on  their  appeal  shall 
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be  heard  within  thirty  days  thereafter'."  And  further  amend  by  changing 
the  period  after  the  word  "thereafter"  to  a  comma  and  adding  the  words 
"by  the  Executive  Committee  provided  for  in  section  3  of  this  act."

INTRODUCTION  OF  BILLS  AND  RESOLUTIONS 

Bills  and  resolutions  are  introduced,  read  the  first  time,  and  disposed  of 
as  follows: 

By  Messrs.  Allen,  Hatch  and  Mitchell: 

H.  B.  1312,  a  bill  to  be  entitled  An  act  to  provide  for  the  distribution  of 
profits  from  the  operation  of  liquor  control  stores  in  Wake  County. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Allen,  the  bill  is  placed  on  its  immediate  passage. 

Passed  first  reading. 

Rules  suspended. 

Passes  its  second  and  third  readings  and  is  ordered  sent  to  the  Senate 
without  engrossment. 

STATEMENTS   BY  MEMBER 

H.  B.  35:  This  revenue  bill,  which  passed  on  February  27th  is  unfair, 
it  is  contrary  to  the  Democratic  platform,  and  it  is  a  repudiation  of  the 
expressed  will  of  the  people. 
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The  Democratic  Party  solemnly  pledged  to  the  people  of  North  Caro- 
lina that  the  sales  tax  would  be  removed  from  all  necessities  of  life.  Under 
this  revenue  bill  the  pledge  of  the  party  is  ignored.  The  Committee  and 
Budget  Bureau  leaders  evidently  have  not  even  tried  to  fulfill  the  platform; 
they  have  scorned  it.  As  a  further  insult  to  the  Party  and  injury  to  the 
people,  the  sales  tax  has  been  put  on  building  materials,  so  that  from  now 
on  a  farmer  or  working  man  will  even  have  to  pay  sales  tax  on  his  home. 

While  making  the  average  man's  burden  harder  and  harder,  the  revenue 
bill  lets  the  fabulously  wealthy  corporations — the  big  tobacco  companies  and 
the  power  companies — get  by  without  a  penny  of  additional  taxes  to  help 
take  care  of  the  increased  duty  of  government. 

In  November  the  people  voted  by  a  huge  majority  to  increase  the  income 
tax,  but  again  on  this  point  wealth  is  victorious  over  the  will  of  the  people. 
Corporation  income  tax  is  not  increased  one  cent,  even  though  we  have 
corporations  making  thirty  million  dollars  a  year  net  profit.  There  is  no 
real  increase  in  the  rate  of  the  individual  income  tax  on  large  incomes, 
some  of  which  run  up  to  and  over  a  million  dollars  in  the  State. 

I  am  against  this  bill  for  another  reason.  This  bill  does  not  provide  the 
necessary  revenue  to  take  care  of  social  security.  They  are  planning  to 
put  this  tax  right  back  on  land,  the  worst  place  in  the  world  to  go  to  get 
any  more  taxes.  I  am  not  going  to  be  a  party  to  any  tax  bill  which  puts 
tax  on  land  and  on  the  necessities  of  life  and  let  the  wealth  of  the  State 
escape. 

As  if  to  make  the  bill  even  worse,  it  robs  the  highway  fund  of 
$4,200,000  just  at  a  time  when  the  roads  of  the  State  are  so  terrible  that 
farmers  cannot  even  get  to  market  and  schools  have  to  stay  closed  because 
the  busses  cannot  pass  over  the  secondary  roads. 

I  wish  there  were  a  reasonable  revenue  bill  to  vote  for,  but  this  is  too 
outrageous. 

If  I  were  to  vote  for  this  unjust  and  destructive  bill,  I  would  not  have 
the  nerve  to  face  the  people  who  chose  me  to  represent  them.  My  vote 
is  No.

H.  B.  280:  This  bill  is  the  first  step  in  North  Carolina  in  the  direction 
of  helping  labor,  and  while  the  amendments  engrafted  on  the  bill  have 
largely  nullified  the  beneficient  effects  that  would  otherwise  have  prevailed, 
I  must  vote  for  the  bill,  because  I  feel  that  it  is  better  than  nothing. 
However,  I  did  everything  in  my  power  to  defeat  some  of  these  objectionable 
amendments,  and  I  know  that  it  would  have  been  far  better  had  they  been 
defeated. 

I  vote  for  the  bill  with  the  hope  that  the  next  General  Assembly  of 
North  Carolina  will  take  up  where  we  have  left  off,  and  do  full  justice  to 
labor  in  North  Carolina.     I  vote  "aye."

H.  B.  468:  When  H.  B.  468  was  introduced  in  the  House,  it  was  obvious 
that  its  purpose  was  to  enable  municipalities  to  carry  electricity  in  reach 
of  the  rural  people  of  North  Carolina.  It  was  a  good  bill,  and  I  was 
heartily  in  favor  of  it  and  did  everything  in  my  power  to  secure  its  passage. 
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The  power  companies  made  every  effort  in  this  House  to  engraft  an 
amendment  on  this  bill  which  would  place  the  municipalities  of  North 
Carolina  at  the  mercy  of  the  power  companies.  We  fought  this  amendment 
and  defeated  it  on  the  floor  of  this  House.  This  bill  went  to  the  Senate, 
and  the  power  companies  succeeded  in  engrafting  this  objectionable  amend- 
ment on  this  bill.  The  Conferees  on  the  part  of  the  House  and  Senate  saw 
fit  to  permit  this  objectionable  amendment  to  remain  in  the  bill. 

Those  in  authority  in  Washington  have  advised  us  that  it  would  be 
better  to  kill  the  entire  bill  than  to  take  it  with  an  amendment  that  would 
leave  us  at  the  mercy  of  the  power  companies  of  North  Carolina.  I  there- 
fore  vote  "no"  to  the  passage  of  this  bill.

S.  B.  58:  I  came  to  Raleigh  with  the  full  determination  to  use  my 
utmost  influence  in  behalf  of  bringing  to  the  old  people  of  North  Carolina 
the  full  benefit  of  the  Social  Security  Program.  We  have  made  every  pos- 
sible effort  to  do  this  without  levying  a  land  tax.  We  have  proposed  and 
fought  for  an  increase  in  the  income  tax  rate  and  of  the  franchise  tax  rate, 
in  order  to  do  this.  Our  efforts  have  been  nullified  by  the  forces  that  are 
in  control  in  this  General  Assembly.  With  that  situation  facing  me,  I 
have  either  got  to  vote  for  this  bill  or  say  to  the  old  people  of  North 
Carolina,  who  have  given  their  lives  to  the  upbuilding  of  this  State,  and 
who  are  now  in  their  declining  years  and  unable  to  support  themselves,  that 
I  cannot  help  them.     This  I  cannot  do.     I  therefore  vote  "aye"  on  this  bill.

S.  B.  58:  I  made  a  pledge  to  the  people  of  my  County  that  I  would  vote 
against  any  proposition  in  favor  of  putting  a  State  tax  on  land.  While  I 
am  heartily  in  favor  of  voting  for  a  bill  that  will  give  to  the  aged  and 
helpless  in  this  State  the  fullest  benefits  of  the  National  Social  Security 
Program,  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  Ward  Substitute,  which  does  not 
carry  a  land  tax. 

However,  I  am  ready  and  willing,  and  I  am  going  to  do  my  utmost  to 
bring  the  Revenue  Bill  back  to  the  floor  of  the  House,  to  the  end  that  we 
may  increase  the  income  tax  rate  and  the  franchise  tax  rate  on  wealth 
in  North  Carolina  sufficiently  to  bring  in  an  additional  two  million  dollars; 
which  will  give  us  the  full  benefit  of  the  Social  Security  Program. 

For  the  foregoing  reason,  and  under  the  reservation  herein  made,  I 
vote  "aye"  on  the  Ward  Substitute.

H.  B.  32:  With  reference  to  H.  B.  32,  the  Child  Labor  amendment, 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  who  has  done  so  much  for  our  country 
wishes  the  passage  of  the  Child  Labor  Amendment.  In  my  opinion,  the 
only  safe  way  to  regulate  the  labor  of  children  in  North  Carolina  is  to 
have  it  done  by  the  United  States  Congress,  in  order  that  one  law  will 
apply  to  all  States  alike. 

I  am  vitally  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  youth  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  and  of  America,  and  I  am  in  favor  of  doing  everything  in  my 
power  to  help  our  great  President  in  carrying  out  his  great  Program.  I 
therefore  take  pleasure  in  voting  "aye"  to  this  bill.

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H.  B.  20:  This  bill  which  passed  February  1st,  is  not  exactly  as  I 
should  like  to  see  it,  but  realizing  the  value  of  crop  control  legislation,  and 
knowing  the  bill  as  now  written  is  a  great  improvement  over  the  original 
draft  and  goes  a  long  way  toward  the  elimination  of  the  inequities  existing 
under  the  old  triple  A,  I  take  pleasure  in  voting  for  the  bill.  I  offered  the 
amendment  hereinafter  set  forth  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  small 
growers,  and  while  this  amendment  was  not  adopted  exactly  as  written,  an 
amendment  embodying  the  same  features  was  adopted,  and  I  think  the 
farmers  will  be  highly  gratified  with  the  provisions  of  the  bill. 

My  amendment  was  as  follows: 

"Amend  Section  5,  paragraph  (c)  of  the  Committee  Substitute  for 
H.  B.  20  by  striking  out  that  part  of  paragraph  (c)  in  line  41  beginning 
with  the  word  'the'  and  ending  in  line  44  with  the  word  'county,'  and  in- 
sert in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  'The  acreage  quota  for  farms  in  a  county 
shall  not  exceed  such  maximum  percentage  of  the  cultivated  acreage  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  county  committee  as  fair  and  reasonable  for  farms 
in  such  county.  The  maximum  percentage  so  established  by  the  county 
committee  shall  in  no  event  exceed  thirty-five  per  cent  of  the  cultivated 
acres  of  a  producer.  The  excess  base  acres  involved  by  the  application  of 
the  maximum  percentage  fixed  by  the  county  committee  as  herein  provided 
shall  be  by  the  county  committee  distributed  to  the  producers  of  such 
county  in  a  manner  that  will  tend  to  eliminate  inequities  and  correct  in- 
equalities that  might  otherwise  be  caused  by  the  provisions  of  paragraph 
(a)  of  Section  5  of  this  Act.  The  tobacco  marketing  quota  of  all  farms 
affected  by  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  adjusted  upward  or  downward, 
as  the  case  may  be,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this 
section'."

STATEMENT  BY  MEMBER 

As  co-introducer  of  House  Bill  Number  280,  which  established  maxi- 
mum hours  for  labor,  I  regret  that  the  bill  was  amended  after  its  intro- 
duction to  exempt  so  many  employees  from  its  protection.  These  amend- 
ments were  inserted  over  my  vigorous  objection,  and  the  act  has  but  little 
resemblance  to  the  bill  as  it  was  first  presented. 

The  worst  single  feature  of  this  act  is  that  it  does  not  apply  to  estab- 
lishments with  less  than  eight  employees.  This  feature  was  forced  in  by 
amendment. 

The  best  part  of  the  act  is  the  recognition  of  the  right  of  workers  to 
protection  by  the  State  against  excessively  long  hours  of  work.  This  act 
should  be  considered  something  on  which  to  stand  and  lift  our  labor  stand- 
ards higher,  and  as  only  the  beginning  of  progress  in  this  field.  All  exemp- 
tions must  be  removed. 

Exemption  of  small  homesteads  from  taxation,  and  laws  to  more  ade- 
quately protect  working  people  will  be  accomplished  in  the  next  few  years. 
Because  people  are  thinking — and  progTess  follows  thought  as  sure  as  dawn 
the  darkness  dispels.

Inaugural  Message 

of 

GOVERNOR  CLYDE  R.  HOEY 

TO  THE 

General  Assembley  of  North  Carolina 
January  7  1937 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North 

Carolina : 

Government  is  the  concern  of  all  the  people.  In  this  modern  day  the  af- 
fairs of  State  are  intimately  known  and  discussed  by  men,  women  and 
children  in  all  walks  of  life.  Interest  in  government  in  North  Carolina  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  out  of  a  total  population  of  three  and  a  half 
million  people — including  all  ages  and  all  races — nearly  840,000  voted  in 
the  reecnt  election.  People  have  become  government  conscious  in  both  state 
and  nation,  and  intelligent  participation  in  government  by  the  masses  of 
the  people  is  the  surest  guaranty  of  the  security  of  our  rights,  the  preser- 
vation of  our  liberties  and  the  proper  administration  of  governmental  func- 
tions, without  prejudice  and  without  favor. 

Time  marches  on.  There  are  many  among  us  who  have  great  difficulty 
in  adjusting  themselves  to  the  changing  conditions  and  especially  to  the 
changes  in  governmental  processes  and  activities.  We  are  continually  hark- 
ing back  to  the  past  and  recounting  the  policies  of  a  former  period  and 
many  times  contrasting  these  with  the  extended  and  expanding  govern- 
mental program  of  today — by  way  of  voicing  our  disapproval.  I  can  under- 
stand this  situation  and  in  a  measure  appreciate  this  viewpoint,  and  yet 
no  one  concersant  with  the  progress  of  our  civilization  in  the  past  fifty 
years,  when  travel,  communication,  transportation  and  our  whole  man- 
ner of  living  has  been  revolutionized  would  expect  government  to  remain 
static.  This  is  a  changing  world  and  growth  and  progress  is  the  law  of  life. 
This  applies  to  government  as  well  as  all  other  human  activities. 

Complaint  is  voiced  against  experiments  in  government.  It  is  argued 
that  change  or  uncertainties  operate  adversely  upon  business  and  general 
conditions.  There  is  a  measure  of  truth  in  that  contention  and  yet,  if  that 
should  be  adopted  as  a  fixed  policy  there  would  be  no  progress,  no  improve- 
ment, no  advancement,  and  government  would  stand  still  while  the  pro- 
cession of  scientists,  inventors,  philosophers  and  teachers  marched  on. 
Government  must  keep  pace  with  human  progress  to  the  end  that  business, 
industry  and  agriculture  may  be  intelligently  served,  and  that  the  pros- 
perity of  each  may  be  placed  upon  a  permanent  basis  of  soundness  and 
security,  by  increasing  the  intelligence,  prosperity  and  well-being  of  all  of 
our  citizenship. 

Experiments  have  marked  the  pathway  of  the  world's  progress.  Thomas 
Jefferson  and  his  co-laborers  experimented  with  government  and  behold  this 
Republic — the  mightiest  democracy  of  earth.  Luther  Burbank  experimented 
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in  plant  life  and  more  luscious  fruit  and  lovely  flowers  filled  the  land. 
Thomas  Edison  experimented  and  the  tallow  candle  and  kerosene  lamp  gave 
way  to  the  electric  bulb,  and  the  cities,  towns  and  rural  homes  are  lighted 
and  this  energizing  power  has  lifted  much  of  the  world's  drudgery  from 
the  backs  of  men  and  women.  Scientists  have  experimented  and  we  talk 
around  the  world  instead  of  across  the  back  fence,  and  we  travel  almost 
across  the  continent  in  the  time  formerly  required  to  visit  the  county  seat. 
Medical  science  experimented  and  life  has  been  prolonged,  contagious  dis- 
eases conquered  and  epidemics  almost  eliminated.  The  luxuries  of  yesterday 
have  become  the  necessities  of  today. 

Government  must  keep  pace  with  human  progress  and  the  spirit  of  hu- 
manity is  finding  universal  expression  in  the  functions  now  performed  by 
the  government  which  were  formerly  confined  to  benevolently  inclined 
people,  the  church  and  religious  organizations.  Those  who  would  serve  the 
best  today  must  have  a  civic  conscience,  must  visualize  the  humanitarian 
needs,  the  claims  of  childhood  and  youth  and  lend  a  listening  ear  to  the 
plaintive  appeal  of  the  prisoner  in  bonds  the  unfortunate  and  the  under- 
privileged, the  sick  and  afflicted,  and  the  old  and  dependent.  The  public 
service  cannot  be  improved  or  advanced  by  men  of  earth  bound  vision  and 
atrophied  imaginations.  We  can  not  return  to  other  days.  We  are  living  in 
this  day  and  the  supreme  test  of  the  character  of  our  government  is  the 
measure  and  quality  of  its  service  to  the  people. 
Poverty  Enemy  of  Progress 

The  greatest  enemy  of  our  progress  in  North  Carolina  is — poverty.  In 
spite  of  the  progress  in  North  Carolina  in  this  century  we  are  still  rela- 
tively poor.  In  population  we  are  above  the  average  among  the  sisterhood 
of  states,  while  in  the  total  of  our  income  to  individuals  we  rank  only  about 
one-half  of  the  average.  In  1934  only  33,000  North  Carolinians  paid  federal 
income  tax,  whereas  the  natoinal  total  was  4,000,000.  In  this  state  one  in 
100  paid  income  tax,  and  the  average  in  the  nation  was  one  to  31.  This 
means  that  we  cannot  spend  like  other  states,  and  therefore,  it  is  not  quite 
fair  to  compare  governmental  expenditures  in  North  Carolina  by  the  aver- 
age in  the  United  States  and  condemn  the  State  for  its  failure  to  measure 
up  in  this  respect.  The  problem  confronting  North  Carolina  is  to  create 
new  wealth  from  its  own  rich  soil,  develop  its  unmatched  mineral  resources, 
attract  wealth  from  the  outside  in  an  increasing  and  expanding  tourist 
trade  and  procure  the  location  of  industrial  plants  and  business  enter- 
prises in  the  state.  We  must  increase  the  income  of  our  people  on  the  farm, 
in  the  store,  shop,  office  and  factory  as  well  as  the  school  room  and  the 
trades.  You  cannot  make  a  state  prosperous  on  low  wages  and  small  in- 
come. I  do  not  wish  to  see  any  business  invited  to  North  Carolina  on  the 
basis  of  cheap  labor,  but  rather  let  us  invite  them  to  a  state  possessing  un- 
usual natural  advantages,  where  business  and  industry  shall  be  fairly 
treated,  and  where  labor  is  not  exploited,  but  is  intelligent,  efficient,  de- 
pendable and  willing  to  work.  Every  increase  in  wages  is  reflected  in  the 
added  purchasing  power  of  the  people  and  every  addition  to  the  farmer's 
income  increases  his  ability  to  buy.  It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  note 
that  so  many  industrial  enterprises  in  the  state  have  voluntarily  increased 
salaries  and  wages  during  recent  weeks.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  policy 
will  be  adopted  by  all  employers  of  labor  and  that  other  advances  may  be 
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made  from  time  to  time  as  the  recovery  of  business  progresses.  Certainly 
the  worker  is  entitled  to  a  fair  share  of  the  profits  of  business  and  it  is  a 
good  omen  when  employers  recognize  the  justice  of  a  fair  and  liberal 
policy  in  dealing  with  their  employees,  which  makes  for  industrial  peace 
and  harmony,  and  the  well  being  of  the  whole  state. 

I  am  intensely  interested  in  the  lot  of  the  average  man  and  sincerely 
concerned  for  his  welfare  and  that  of  his  family.  I  want  to  see  him  have 
a  better  chance  in  life.  If  he  is  a  tenant  the  opportunity  should  be  afforded 
for  him  to  become  a  land-owner  through  his  industry  and  sustained  ef- 
fort; if  a  worker  in  any  field  of  activity,  the  chance  to  improve  his  condi- 
tion and  increase  his  compensation  by  its  efficient  and  faithful  service;  and 
for  the  children  of  all  classes  the  opportunity  of  an  education  in  our  pub- 
lic schools  and  full  preparation  for  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  life. 
Governmental  Spending 

There  is  a  disposition  in  some  quarters  to  measure  governmental  serv- 
ice by  the  amount  of  money  expended.  That  is  not  an  absolutely  accurate 
standard  and  should  not  be  accepted  as  the  only  criterion.  We  see  it  fre- 
quently stated  that  North  Carolina  expends  less  per  child  for  education 
than  other  states.  You  cannot  measure  the  educational  opportunity  pro- 
vided for  children  by  merely  giving  the  figures  representing  the  amount  of 
money  spent  for  educatoin.  Extravagant  and  unwise,  and  in  many  in- 
stances unnecessary,  expenditures  are  made  in  many  states  in  connection 
with  the  educational  system — the  very  nature  of  the  work  invites  extra- 
vagant and  impractical  spending.  There  are  so  many  things  for  which 
money  may  be  spent,  but  much  fewer  things  for  which  it  must  be  spent 
in  order  to  meet  the  absolute  needs  in  both  education  and  government.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  economy  in  government  is  still  a  virtue  and 
the  most  destructive  force  in  government  or  educatoin  is  unbridled  extrava- 
gance. The  state  ought  not  to  deal  penuriously  with  its  citizenship  and  it 
must  make  substantial  progress  and  go  forward  sanely,  but  it  must  not  for- 
get that  there  is  no  virtue  in  spending  unless  a  hundred  cents  in  value  is 
obtained  for  every  dollar  expended  and  unless  the  investment  is  necessary 
in  order  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  people  of  the  state. 

It  can  be  said  truthfully  that  North  Carolina  has  maintained  its  govern- 
ment upon  a  basis  of  strict  economy  and  unquestioned  integrity,  and  yet  it 
is  revealing  to  note  the  increase  in  expenditures  since  the  beginning  of  this 
century.  During  the  first  year  of  Governor  Aycock's  administration,  35 
years  ago,  the  total  expenditure  by  the  state  for  all  purposes  was  a  million 
and  a  quarter  dollars.  Last  year  the  expenditures  of  the  state  reached  the 
high  total  of  $60,646,422.  Naturally  the  tremendous  increase  arises  be- 
cause of  the  support  of  schools  and  roads  by  the  state.  In  1901  the  state 
contributed  $200,000  to  the  public  school  system  and  now  it  pays  $21,000,000. 
Then  no  appropriation  was  made  for  roads  and  now  all  the  roads  are  built 
and  maintained  by  the  state.  All  institutions  have  been  enlarged  and  in- 
creased, others  established  in  new  fields  of  service,  new  state  agencies  have 
been  created  and  others  broadened  and  extended,  and  the  state  has  pre- 
empted many  fields  of  activity  formerly  belonging  to  the  counties. 

There  has  been  an  unmistakable  trend  toward  state  control  and  state 
responsibility  during  a  period  of  years,  but  the  change  in  the  last  seven 
years  has  been  most  striking.  As  an  evidence  of  the  shifting  of  the  burden 
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of  government  as  between  the  state  and  counties  and  municipalities,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  in  1931  the  total  revenues  raised  and  expended  by 
the  state  amounted  to  $36,776,964,  while  the  counties,  municipalities  and 
special  districts  expended  $65,354,302.  Last  year  the  State  expended 
$60,646,422,  and  the  counties,  municipalities  and  special  districts  had  their 
tax  burden  reduced  to  $35,571,031.  Of  this  sum  $21,000,000  was  for  debt 
service,  which  is  a  diminishing  obligation.  The  counties  have  been  relieved 
of  everything  except  the  obligation  to  provide  for  the  poor,  conduct  their 
courts,  co-operate  with  the  state  and  federal  government  in  public  health, 
welfare  and  demonstration  work  and  provide  for  debt  service.  The  state  has 
remitted  to  the  counties  and  municipal  governments  the  exclusive  right  to 
levy  ad  valorem  taxes  on  property  during  the  last  quadrennium. 

Taxation 

The  power  to  tax  is  stil  the  power  to  destroy.  It  should  be  the  contrast 
purpose  of  an  enlightened  state  to  study  to  improve  its  system  of  taxation, 
to  eliminate  injustice  and  to  distribute  equitably  and  fairly  the  burdens 
and  benefits  of  government. 

There  are  two  considerations  to  be  observed  in  levying  taxes — first, 
who  pays  the  tax,  and  second,  who  gets  the  benefits.  Both  of  these  should 
be  properly  considered  in  levying  tribute  upon  the  citizen.  The  state  has 
heretofore  voluntarily  relinquished  its  right  to  levy  taxes  upon  property, 
and  hence  has  been  restricted  to  income,  inheritance,  license,  special  and 
sales  taxes.  The  problem  of  finding  sufficient  revenue  to  meet  the  impera- 
tive needs  of  an  expanding  state  program  will  require  the  best  brains  and 
the  most  industrious  efforts  of  this  entire  Assembly.  I  know  you  will  ap- 
proach this  task  with  the  sole  purpose  of  doing  justice  to  every  person  and 
interest.  In  the  pursuit  of  revenue  North  Carolina  shall  not  go  upon  any 
punitive  expedition  against  any  class  of  our  citizenship  and,  if  additional 
taxes  are  necessary  to  be  levied,  the  state  should  do  so  to  meet  the  pressing 
needs  and  not  by  way  of  punishment  of  anybody. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  of  the  sales  tax.  I  know  of  the  general 
opposition  to  it  and  it  would  be  a  source  of  genuine  satisfaction  to  me  if  it 
could  be  repealed,  but  after  canvassing  the  whole  tax  situation  thoroughly, 
I  regret  to  say  that  I  cannot  recommend  this  course,  if  we  are  to  maintain 
and  efficient  public  service,  for  the  simple  reason  that  the  necessary  revenue 
cannot  be  otherwise  provided  at  this  time.  I  do  recommend  the  exemption 
from  the  sales  tax  on  the  basic  necessities  of  life,  including  meals  at  hotels 
and  restaurants  and  the  removal  of  discriminations.  I  believe  a  better  en- 
forcement would  result  in  less  unfair  competition  among  merchants.  The 
merchant  who  deals  fairly  with  the  state  and  his  customers  in  connection 
with  the  sales  tax  ought  to  have  protection  from  the  merchant  who  does 
not.  The  state  is  going  to  see  that  the  sales  tax  is  collected  from  all  and 
thus  place  all  merchants  on  the  same  footing.  This  does  not  imply  that  the 
state  is  not  already  doing  well  in  the  collection  of  this  tax,  for  more  than 
one-third  of  the  revenue,  exclusive  of  road  funds,  arises  from  this  source, 
and  it  was  collected  last  year  for  less  than  two  cents  on  the  tax  dollar. 
However,  it  is  generally  conceded  that  many  loopholes  now  exist  for  evad- 
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ing  the  payment  of  this  tax  and,  with  the  addition  of  more  auditors  and  a 
better  check-up  and  some  necessary  changes,  increased  revenue  will  be 
realized. 

At  an  early  date  I  will  transmit  to  you  the  report  of  the  Budget  Com- 
mission containing  very  full  and  well  considered  recommendations,  at  which 
time  I  will  make  more  specific  suggestions  to  you  with  reference  to  the 
revenue  measure. 

There  is  one  thing  of  paramount  importance  in  connection  with  the  adop- 
tion of  a  revenue  measure — that  the  receipts  shall  equal  the  expenditures 
— that  the  budget  shall  be  balanced.  The  federal  governmnt  has  unlimited 
credit,  hence  it  is  not  so  imperative  that  Congress  immediately  balance  its 
budget.  This  does  not  apply  to  a  state.  An  unbalanced  budget  is  disastrous 
to  the  state — its  credit  suffers  immediately,  interest  rates  advance  and 
financial  embarrassment  follows  quickly.  North  Carolina's  credit  is  good; 
she  has  never  defaulted  in  any  obligations  and  her  bonds  sell  above  par, 
even  at  a  low  rate  of  interest.    We  must  maintain  this  fine  record. 

Constitutional  Amendments 

Contrary  to  past  experience,  the  five  constitutional  amendments  were 
approved  by  the  voters  in  the  last  election  and  this  confers  additional 
powers  upon  the  General  Assembly.  The  adoption  of  these  amendments  was 
an  expression  of  confidence  in  the  legislative  branch  of  government,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  you  will  fully  justify  that  confidence  by  prudently  and 
wisely  exercising  these  added  powers. 

The  authority  to  increase  the  membership  of  the  Supreme  Court  should 
be  promptly  exercised  because  the  need  is  imperative  and  the  instruction 
was  unequivocal.  There  seems  to  be  universal  recognition  of  the  wisdom  of 
this  action. 

The  other  four  amendments  deal  with  our  tax  system  and  should  be 
studied  with  care  and  made  effective  in  such  manner  as  not  to  unduly  dis- 
turb the  economic  balance  of  either  the  state,  county  or  municipalities,  or 
make  it  oppressive  upon  any  class  of  our  citizenship.  The  proponents  of 
the  homestead  exemption  amendment  wisely  indicated  that  they  would  not 
ask  for  it  to  be  made  fully  effective  immediately,  but  realized  the  necessity 
of  a  gradual  application  of  the  exemptions,  beginning  with  a  small  amount 
and  increasing  it  as  conditions  will  justify,  so  that  county  and  municipal 
finances  will  not  be  seriously  or  adversely  affected. 

The  amendment  authorizing  the  classification  of  property  is  most  vital 
and  should  not  be  acted  upon  hastily  or  without  the  fullest  investigation. 
Unless  you  find  it  possible  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  and  obtain 
all  the  facts  necessary  to  justify  you  in  formulating  a  definite  policy  that 
will  be  fair  to  the  tax  payers  to  be  affected  and  not  injurious  to  either  the 
state,  counties  or  municipalities,  I  would  recommend  that  you  authorize  the 
appointment  of  a  Commission  to  study  the  question  and  submit  the  facts, 
data  and  recommendations  to  the  next  General  Assembly.  This  is  embark- 
ing upon  a  new  policy  and  it  should  not  be  adopted  without  proper  study 
and  consideration,  for  the  success  of  the  plan  will  depend  upon  the  fairness 
and  completeness  of  any  plan  adopted,  both  with  reference  to  the  tax-pay- 
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ers  affected  directly  by  the  classification  and  those  not  included  in  the 
groups,  but  who  may  be  vitally  concerned  in  the  shifting  burdens  of 
taxation. 

The  income  tax  and  debt  limitation  amendments  will  require  your  care- 
ful consideration  and  wise  application.  The  adoption  of  these  four  amend- 
ments should  enable  the  General  Assembly  to  develop  a  more  equitable  tax 
system,  but  it  will  require  an  intelligent  and  unbiased  approach  to  the  whole 
tax  question  with  the  thought  of  raising  the  necessary  revenue  and  mak- 
ing a  wise  and  equitable  distribution  of  the  tax  burden. 

Education 
The  consummate  task  confronting  the  people  of  North  Carolina  is  the 
proper  education  of  all  the  children.  The  state  has  largely  assumed  this 
responsibility  which  was  formerly  shared  by  the  counties  and  other  lesser 
governmental  units.  We  now  maintain  an  eight  months'  school  term  in 
every  district  and  I  look  forward  confidently  to  the  time  when  North  Caro- 
lina will  provide  an  uniform  nine-months  term  for  the  whole  state,  but  that 
cannot  be  realized  now. 

But  what  of  the  immediate  objectives  in  education?  I  am  definitely  in 
favor  of  retrieving  our  lost  ground,  continuing  the  process  of  restoration  of 
salaries  of  teachers  to  the  former  level  and  increasing  the  facilities  of  our 
public  school  system,  including  the  encouragement  of  public  libraries  in 
every  county,  until  adequate  opportunities  shall  be  px'ovided  for  childhood. 
I  believe  we  should  begin  the  policy  of  inaugurating  twelve  grades  instead 
of  eleven,  which  will  serve  the  double  purpose  of  increasing  the  oppor- 
tunities of  all  the  children  and  giving  them  more  thorough  preparation.  A 
standard  comparable  to  our  sister  states  must  be  maintained.  I  know  it  all 
costs  money,  and  we  must  proceed  sanely,  but  North  Carolina  is  too  poor 
not  to  educate,  and  we  must  not  fail  to  meet  the  situation  adequately. 

We  furnish  free  tuition,  we  require  the  children  to  attend  school,  and 
we  transport  them  to  school  in  large  numbers — and  yet  many  of  them  are 
without  the  necessary  school  books.  I  believe  the  state  should  complete  its 
service  by  furnishing  free  school  books.  The  rental  system  has  been  help- 
ful, but  I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  free  textbooks  for  all  the 
elementary  grades  beginning  with  the  fall  sessions  of  1937  and  that  the 
rental  system  be  continued  for  the  high  schools  until  one  or  two  years 
later.  I  think  the  present  rental  system  covering  supplemental  books,  which 
obtains  in  a  few  of  the  counties  in  the  elementary  grades,  might  properly 
be  continued  and  extended  to  as  many  others  as  desire  this  service.  The 
furnishing  of  free  school  books  will  relieve  parents  of  a  heavy  burden  and 
will  greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  school  and  give  to  every  child  an 
equal  opportunity  in  public  school  system,  better  denominated  the  univer- 
sity of  all  the  people. 

North  Carolina  is  becoming  more  educationally  minded.  Our  people  are 
looking  to  you  with  confidence  for  an  advance  step  in  education.  The  child 
must  be  our  first  concern.  We  believe  in  our  educational  system,  but  we  also 
believe  that  it  can  be  improved.  It  needs  money,  but  it  needs  more  than 
money.  Less  than  ten  per  cent  of  our  children  go  to  college,  so  the  public 
school  is  the  finishing  school  for  ninety  per  cent.  This  being  true,  the  cur- 
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ricula  should  minister  to  the  needs  of  this  vast  majority  and  make  a  real 
effort  to  prepare  them  for  the  duties  of  life  as  fully  as  it  prepares  the 
smaller  number  for  further  scholastic  training.  I  would  not  have  less  cul- 
tural training  provided,  but  more  practical,  and  the  practical  given  the 
same  dignity  as  the  purely  cultural  studies. 

The  vocational  courses  ought  to  be  available  in  our  high  schools.  The 
agricultural  courses  have  already  accomplished  remarkable  results.  Home 
economics  is  now  receiving  attention  somewhat  commensurate  with  its  im- 
portance, but  ought  to  be  in  every  school.  Another  course  in  building,  com- 
parable to  the  agricultural  course  and  embracing  architecture,  carpentry, 
brick-laying  and  all  character  of  construction,  would  help  to  round  out  and 
complete  the  education  and  preparation  for  skilled  workers.  These  are 
merely  suggestions.  We  must  educate,  train  and  equip  people  to  work  with 
their  hands.  Today  there  is  demand  everywhere  for  trained  people — brick- 
masons,  mechanics,  builders  and  all  kinds  of  skilled  labor.  The  federal  gov- 
ernment has  been  assisting  in  vocational  training  in  our  public  schools  and 
the  appropriations  this  year  will  be  greatly  increased.  Heretofore  the  local 
schools  have  been  matching  the  federal  funds  and  consequently  the  bene- 
fits have  been  limited  to  such  schools  as  could  provide  the  money.  I  believe 
the  state  should  co-operate  with  the  local  schools  in  giving  some  reasonable 
assistance  so  that  the  increased  federal  appropriation  can  be  obtained.  The 
federal  funds  this  school  year  amount  to  $303,932,  whereas,  next  year  it 
will  be  more  than  double,  amounting  to  $739,230. 

I  offer  no  criticism  of  our  public  school  set-up,  but  it  occurs  to  me  that 
some  unification  should  be  effected  so  that  the  local  authorities  would  not 
have  to  apply  to  so  many  different  agencies  in  order  to  get  a  determina- 
tion of  their  local  problems.  I  think  the  School  Commission  has  performed 
a  valuable  service  and  should  be  continued.  The  Board  of  Education,  com- 
posed of  the  constitutional  state  officials,  could  not  devote  the  time  and  at- 
tention necessary  to  assure  a  strict  business  administration  of  the  school 
finances,  which  is  highly  essential,  but  if  a  closer  relation  was  effected  be- 
tween the  Department  of  Education  and  the  School  Commission,  I  feel 
that  less  irritation  and  annoyance  would  be  experienced  by  the  school  of- 
ficials generally,  and  some  duplication  of  activities  could  be  eliminated.  I 
cannot  escape  the  conclusion  that  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction should  be  the  real  head  of  the  whole  public  school  system,  but 
the  good  offices  of  the  Commission  should  be  retained  with  full  power  to 
safeguard  the  school  funds  by  a  wise  and  business-like  apportionment  and 
expenditure  of  the  school  appropriation.  In  education,  as  in  all  other  gov- 
ernmental activities,  there  should  be  checks  and  balances. 

The  whole  state  feels  a  pardonable  pride  in  our  Greater  University  of 
North  Carolina  and  other  splendid  educational  institutions.  Without  dis- 
cussing these  in  detail  I  bespeak  your  favorable  consideration  of  their 
needs.  We  cannot  content  ourselves  merely  with  provision  for  the  public 
schools.  If  we  are  to  have  an  educated  people,  who  shall  be  able  to  meet 
the  high  exception  of  those  who  believe  in  North  Carolina  and  her  future, 
we  must  make  adequate  provision  for  our  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
They  carry  the  torch  of  educational  progress — and  we  follow  in  the  light 
of  their  leadership! 
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The  Highway  System 
The  road  system  of  North  Carolina  is  a  source  of  pride  and  satisfaction 
to  the  people  of  the  state.  Few  states  have  such  a  complete  system  and  one 
which  so  nearly  meets  the  needs  of  every  section.  The  building  of  hard- 
surfaced  or  permanent  roads  has  so  far  progressed  that  practically  every 
county  site  or  principal  town  in  the  state  is  connected  by  a  dependable 
highway.  Since  the  state  has  taken  over  the  maintenance  of  all  public 
roads,  great  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  all  the  year  round  sec- 
ondary roads.  North  Carolina  stands  almost  alone  in  the  service  which  she 
renders  the  people  of  the  state  in  the  matter  of  providing  and  maintaining 
all  highways,  thus  relieving  the  counties  of  all  expense  in  connection  with 
this  important  phase  of  governmental  service.  In  the  beginning  of  this  cen- 
tury the  state  did  not  spend  any  money  on  public  roads,  the  whole  burden 
resting  upon  the  counties,  and  we  had  no  road  system.  The  transition  has 
been  complete  so  that  the  state  now  bears  all  the  expense,  with  the  aid 
of  the  federal  government,  and  we  are  developing  a  great  highway  system. 

Roads  affect  the  people  so  vitally  that  they  feel  a  lively  interest  in  every 
phase  of  road  service.  Without  disparaging  any  of  the  fine  things  already 
accomplished,  I  believe  that  it  is  possible  to  make  still  further  improve- 
ments. In  order  to  more  adequately  serve  all  the  people,  I  think  increased 
attention  should  be  given  to  the  secondary  or  county  roads,  so  that  these 
roads  may  be  still  further  improved  and  maintained  in  passable  condition 
all  the  year  round.  These  are  the  roads  of  all  the  people  and  the  main  high- 
ways are  not  available  to  a  large  proportion  of  our  population  until  they 
have  first  travelled  these  county  or  secondary  roads  to  reach  the  leading 
highways. 

Another  matter  of  vital  concern  to  the  farmers  of  the  state  is  that  some 
provision  should  be  made  in  the  building  of  highways  through  fields  and 
farms  to  take  care  of  the  accumulated  water  and  not  empty  it  in  such 
volume  as  to  seriously  wash  and  damage  the  land.  This  is  a  serious  problem 
in  many  sections  and  a  constant  source  of  damage  to  the  land-owners  and 
to  farmers. 

In  order  to  secure  the  united  support  of  all  the  people  of  our  highway 
program,  it  is  not  alone  essential  that  there  shall  be  a  fair  distribution  of 
road  money  and  benefits  in  every  section  of  the  state,  but  the  people  of  all 
sections  shall  feel  that  they  are  getting  a  fair  allotment,  and  that  no  sec- 
tion is  being  neglected.  With  the  view  of  bringing  the  highway  system  into 
a  more  intimate  relationship  with  the  needs  of  the  State,  I  recommended 
that  the  Highway  and  Public  Works  Commission  be  composed  of  ten  mem- 
bers, including  the  chairman.  I  do  not  favor  the  appointment  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  commission  upon  the  basis  of  the  location  of  the  several  Con- 
gressional Districts.  Neither  do  I  favor  the  creation  of  the  impression  that 
our  road  system  is  a  sectional  or  local  function  of  government.  Our  road 
system  is  a  state  system,  but  must  be  administered  with  a  fair  and  just 
regard  to  local  needs.  To  that  end,  I  recommend  that  the  state  be  divided 
into  nine  administrative  road  districts  best  adapted  to  the  most  effective 
utilization  of  all  the  local  forces  and  factors  essential  to  the  complete  pos- 
sible development  of  a  well  knit  state  system  of  public  highway.  It  is  my 
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matured  judgment  that  this  change  will  make  for  the  efficient  and  satisfac- 
tory service  of  this  important  state  agency  and  will  afford  the  people  of 
each  district  a  reasonable  representative  to  whom  they  can  carry  their  road 
problems  for  investigation  and  adjustment. 

The  last  General  Assembly  made  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  price 
of  automobile  license  tags  and  this  reduction  has  not  adversely  affected 
the  road  revenue.  I  recommend  that  you  make  a  still  further  reduction  in 
the  price  of  these  tags,  which  will  afford  much  needed  relief  to  the  motorists 
without  unduly  impairing  the  road  fund. 

The  expenditures  from  the  road  fund  have  been  heavy  during  the  past 
year  and  these  expenditures  must  continue  throughout  the  New  Year  in 
order  to  rehabilitate  our  roads  and  protect  the  heavy  investment  which  the 
state  has  made  in  them.  I  shall  insist  that  the  road  funds  should  be  pre- 
served and  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  these  taxes  have  been  levied  and 
the  revenues  collected,  with  no  diversion  of  this  money  except  such  amount 
as  will  be  justified  by  the  sales  tax  levy,  as  previously  authorized. 

The  Hazard  of  the  Road 
We  read  the  daily  record  of  injury  and  death  on  our  highways  and  we 
stand  appalled  in  the  presence  of  the  slaughter  of  human  lives.  The  story 
so  often  says  it  was  an  unavoidable  accident.  That  is  not  enough.  Most  of 
these  accidents  could  have  been  avoided  if  somebody  had  exercised  the 
proper  care.  It  is  not  always  the  driver's  fault,  and  frequently  the  accident 
was  unavoidable  so  far  as  he  was  concerned,  but  there  must  be  borne  in 
upon  the  consciousness  of  the  whole  people  the  imperative  obligation  to 
exercise  care.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  percentage  of  fatalities  has 
been  reduced  in  the  state  last  year,  but  the  fact  remains  that  approximately 
1,021  were  killed  and  more  thousands  injured  on  our  highways  in  the  year 
just  ended. 

What  can  be  done  about  it?  It  is  a  matter  of  the  gravest  concern  of  all 
and  I  believe  if  all  the  people  get  sufficiently  interested  that  they  can  do 
something  about  it.  I  think  we  should  crusade  for  safety  on  our  roads.  It 
is  not  enough  to  hold  a  few  conferences  and  have  some  general  discussion, 
as  helpful  as  that  may  be,  but  we  should  so  arouse  public  sentiment  that 
it  will  aid  the  officers  in  enforcing  the  laws  for  the  protection  of  travellers 
on  our  highways  and  so  impress  the  reckless  or  careless  driver  that  he  will 
feel  the  weight  of  disapproval  of  other  travellers  regardless  of  whether 
an  accident  results  from  his  reckless  or  careless  conduct.  Public  sentiment 
is  powerful  and,  if  the  press  would  lead  and  all  civic  and  religious  organ- 
izations give  their  hearty  support  and  encouragement,  I  believe  we  can 
reduce  the  hazards  of  travel.  In  this  beginning  of  the  New  Year  I  call 
upon  the  State  Highway  Patrol  and  all  law  enforcement  agencies,  as  well 
as  the  people  of  North  Carolina  as  a  whole,  and  all  who  use  our  highways, 
to  join  in  a  determined  effort  to  make  the  highways  safe  for  everybody  and 
to  greatly  reduce  the  fatalities  and  injuries  this  year. 

Labor  Legislation 
I  recommend  that  we  take  a  forward  step  in  labor  legislation  in  North 
Carolina.  We  have  been  standing  still  in  this  respect  for  many  years  and 
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the  time  has  come  for  us  to  enact  laws  in  harmony  with  the  civic  consci- 
ence and  economic  thought  of  the  nation.  We  have  no  regulation  at  all  as  to 
hours  for  males  over  16  years  of  age.  For  women  in  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments we  have  a  11-hour  day  and  55-hour  week. 

The  experiment  with  N.  R.  A.  demonstrated  the  practicability  of  re- 
ducing the  hours  of  labor  in  industry  and  business  for  all  classes  of  work- 
ers— men  and  women — and  although  the  measure  was  declared  unconsti- 
tutional it  should  be  said  to  the  everlasting  credit  of  our  employers  gen- 
erally that  an  overwhelming  percentage  continue  to  observe  its  provisions  as 
to  hours  of  labor,  minimum  wage  scale,  and  child  labor.  I  am  tremendously 
concerned  that  we  shall  keep  fully  abreast  with  the  most  forward  looking 
States  in  providing  wholesome  and  healthy  working  conditions  and  that  the 
hours  of  labor  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  best  standards  and  the  wages 
commensurate  with  the  ability  of  the  industry  or  business  to  pay.  Some  in- 
dustries and  some  business  establishments  take  advantage  of  the  necessi- 
ties of  the  people  and  work  them  excessive  hours  for  wholly  insufficient 
compensation  and  some  mercantile  establishments  most  able  to  pay  are 
chief  among  the  offenders.  These  practices  are  oppressive  and  unjust  to 
labor  and  constitute  unfair  competition  with  other  industries  and  business 
concerns  who  are  complying  with  the  higher  standards  and  paying  decent 
wages.  It  is  the  province  of  law  to  require  all  to  live  up  to  the  minimum 
standards  which  the  great  majority  have  willingly  adopted. 

The  chief  desire  of  the  laboring  people  of  North  Carolina  is  steady  em- 
ployment with  reasonable  hours  and  fair  compensation.  Reasonable  and 
prudent  regulations  will  aid  materially  in  reducing  unemployment  and 
stabilizing  business  and  furnishing  the  basis  for  continuing  the  fine  rela- 
tionship now  existing  between  employers  and  employees  in  this  State.  If  we 
do  not  wish  the  Federal  government  to  regulate  all  of  our  internal  affairs, 
we  should  assume  that  duty  and  responsibility  for  ourselves. 

Reapportionment  of  Representation 

North  Carolina  is  one  governmental  unit.  There  should  be  such  unity  in 
the  state  that  we  would  never  be  thinking  in  terms  of  sections,  but  of  the 
whole.  One  way  to  reach  this  end  is  a  common  understanding  and  common 
desire  to  treat  each  section  fairly  in  all  governmental  activities.  There  has 
been  much  discussion  of  the  failure  of  the  General  Assembly  at  its  previous 
sessions,  to  carry  into  effect  the  constitutional  requirements  with  reference 
to  reapportioning  representation  according  to  population  following  the  1930 
census.  I  am  sure  this  was  occasioned  more  by  neglect  than  from  design,  but 
I  strongly  recommend  that  this  constitutional  mandate  be  put  into  effect  at 
this  session.  The  Federal  Government  re-apportioned  in  accordance  with 
the  Constitutional  provision,  and  the  1930  census,  with  the  result  that  some 
states  gained  and  others  lost  in  representation.  The  fact  that  re-apportion- 
ment has  been  delayed  unduly  by  the  state  makes  it  all  the  more  imperative 
that  action  be  taken  now  without  waiting  for  another  census.  The  evident 
fairness  of  such  a  course  must  be  apparent  to  all,  and  it  would  be  a  very 
gracious  thing  if  the  measure  should  be  passed  with  practical  unanimity.

Agricultural  Problems 

North  Carolina  is  pre-eminently  interested  in  agriculture.  More  than 
half  of  our  whole  population  is  directly  engaged  in  farming  and  continue  to 
reside  upon  the  farm,  while  practically  every  business  and  interest  in  the 
State  is  responsive  to  the  changing  economic  condition  of  the  farmer.  For 
the  first  time  in  history  the  government  has  been  making  a  serious  and 
determined  effort  to  place  agriculture  on  a  parity  with  industry,  and  the 
State  and  Federal  agencies  combining  to  serve  the  farmer.  I  wish  to  see 
the  closest  possible  co-operation  of  all  these  agencies  and  the  full  co-ordina- 
tion of  intelligent  service  so  that  the  full  benefits  will  be  realized  by  the  in- 
dividual farmer — the  small  ones  as  well  as  those  more  fortunately  circum- 
stanced. 

Our  state  ranks  high  in  the  production  of  many  staple  or  basic  crops 
and  recent  years  have  witnessed  a  greater  diversification,  which  has  been 
both  profitable  to  the  farmer  and  beneficial  to  the  land,  in  that  it  has  af- 
forded an  opportunity  to  enrich  the  soil  and  make  it  more  productive.  We 
still  major  in  tobacco  and  cotton  and  occupy  a  predominating  position  with 
reference  to  the  former.  We  have  the  distinction  of  producing  more  cotton 
per  acre  than  any  state  in  the  union. 

Our  farmers  are  tremendously  interested  in  legislation  looking  to  the 
control  of  production  and  such  other  regulation  as  will  insure  a  reasonable 
price  for  their  products  and  safe-guard  them  from  the  disaster  of  a  flooded 
market  and  destructive  price  levels.  Their  salvation  lies  in  the  early  adop- 
tion of  a  compact  bill,  similar  to  that  already  passed  in  Virginia  and  which 
will  be  adopted  in  South  Carolina  and  Georgia — all  dependent  upon  our  par- 
ticipation. I  recommend  the  early  passage  of  the  necessary  legislation  so 
that  North  Carolina  may  lead  the  way  and  the  other  states  may  comply 
early  enough  to  limit  the  spring  plantings.  Regulation  and  control  represent 
the  difference  between  profit  and  loss,  poverty  and  plenty,  for  the  tobacco 
farmer. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  a  great  agricultural  program  in  North  Carolina 
with  a  long  range  vision  of  the  future.  I  visualize  a  State  enriched  by  the 
industry  and  intelligence  of  her  young  men  and  women,  schooled  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  chemistry  of  the  soil,  who  shall  demonstrate  the  ability 
of  our  people  to  grow  the  food  supplies  for  which  we  now  send  away  around 
one  hundred  million  dollars  annually,  to  move  our  smoke  houses  from  the 
middle  west  to  the  fields  of  Carolina,  so  well  adapted  to  the  growing  of 
grasses  and  legumes;  to  see  our  granaries  filled  with  the  products  of  our 
own  soil  and  every  farm  house  a  base  of  supplies  for  the  whole  year  round ; 
the  tenant  problem  practically  solved;  the  2000  deaths  a  year  from  pellagra 
prevented;  the  health  and  happiness  of  our  people  advance,  and  the  farm- 
ing industry  stabilized  and  made  dependably  prosperous. 

Develop  the  State 

I  believe  in  North  Carolina — in  her  resources,  her  potential  possibilities, 
her  hidden  and  revealed  wealth,  her  glorious  history,  her  independence  and 
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self-reliance,  and  above  all,  her  unconquered  spirit.  She  has  lived  with 
poverty;  she  understands  self-denial;  she  has  endured  hardships  and  priva- 
tions and  she  knows  how  to  abound. 

We  must  lay  a  broad  foundation  for  developing  this  whole  State.  Her 
agricultural  future  challenges  the  interest  and  attention  of  all  who  are 
capable  of  envisioning  the  possibilities  of  a  state  whose  soil  has  been  en- 
riched by  the  use  of  lime,  the  growing  of  legumes,  the  diversification  of 
crops,  the  saving  of  lands  from  erosion,  the  multiplication  of  food  crops 
and  the  complete  provision  for  a  thorough  Live-at"Home  program  on  every 
farm. 

The  mineral  wealth  of  the  State  is  more  diversified  than  that  of  any 
State  in  the  union  and  should  be  discovered,  developed  and  utilized  to  the 
enrichment  of  our  mountain  section  especially,  and  the  whole  State  in 
general. 

The  State  needs  advertising — not  the  spasmodic,  flambouyant,  high- 
powered,  super-salesmanship  type,  but  intelligent,  persistent,  well  consid- 
ered and  properly  directed  efforts  to  present  the  resources,  attractions  and 
undeveloped  opportunities  in  North  Carolina  for  investors  and  home- 
seekers.  The  tide  is  moving  in  this  direction.  Not  the  floating  population, 
but  farmers,  business  men,  workers  and  those  who  have  become  acquainted 
with  our  section  through  the  increasing  number  of  tourists  who  are  visiting 
this  State.  The  number  will  be  greatly  augmented  with  the  completion  of 
the  nation-famed  scenic  highway,  which  will  traverse  North  Carolina  for 
240  miles,  and  all  the  other  inviting  highways  and  means  afforded  for  visit- 
ing and  enjoying  the  unusual  attractions  in  every  section  of  the  State. 

I  think  we  might  well  consider  a  national  exposition  for  North  Carolina 
in  1938  to  last  for  several  months — similar  to  the  one  held  last  year  in 
Texas — and  invite  the  world  to  visit  North  Carolina. 

The  Liquor  Question 

I  am  not  a  fanatic  on  the  liquor  question,  but  I  continue  to  regard  liquor 
as  Public  Enemy  Number  1.  I  have  not  changed  either  my  opinion  or  posi- 
tion on  this  question,  and  I  do  not  believe  any  solution  has  been  found  for 
this  vexed  problem.  Personally,  I  cannot  subscribe  to  the  doctrine  that  the 
way  to  advance  the  cause  of  temperance  and  decrease  drinking  is  to  pro- 
vide all  the  liquor  you  want  and  make  it  easily  obtainable  and  readily  ac- 
cessible. This  theory  is  contradicted  by  all  human  experience.  May  I  hum- 
bly offer  this  observation:  You  will  never  build  either  a  great  state  or  a 
great  county  upon  profits  derived  from  the  sale  of  liquor. 

The  evils  of  liquor  being  admitted,  the  practical  question  confronting 
you  is:  What  should  be  done  about  it?  I  shall  transmit  to  you  the  very  in- 
telligent and  comprehensive  report  of  the  Commission  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  making  an  investigation  of  the  facts.  I  bespeak  for  it  your 
careful  study. 

It  seems  to  me  that  our  own  past  history  clearly  points  the  way  for  a 
proper  determination  of  this  question  without  regard  to  anybody's  per- 
sonal opinion  or  conviction.  In  1908  the  State  voted  against  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  liquor  by  44,000  majority.  In  1933  the  State  voted  against  the 
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repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  by  185,000  majority.  With  these  facts 
before  us  I  do  not  believe  the  General  Assembly  would  be  justified  in  an- 
nulling the  vote  of  the  people  by  a  legislative  enactment.  I  do  not  pretend 
to  know  the  will  of  North  Carolina  upon  the  liquor  question  at  this  time,  but 
I  do  stand  for  the  right  of  the  people  to  express  their  will.  It  would  do 
violence  to  democratic  principles  to  abrogate  a  law  established  by  a  vote 
of  the  people  of  the  whole  State  until  another  opportunity  is  given  for  a 
full  and  fair  expression  of  public  opinion  at  the  ballot  box. 

These  are  my  views.  I  gladly  accord  to  each  of  you  the  right  to  enter- 
tain and  express  yours  with  the  same  freedom  which  I  have  exercised,  and 
I  assure  you  in  advance  of  my  utmost  respect. 

Social  Security 
The  public  mind  has  been  much  confused  regarding  the  benefits  and 
operation  of  the  Social  Security  legislation.  The  measure  which  you  enacted 
at  the  special  session  was  a  compliance  of  the  State  with  the  Federal 
statute  making  provision  for  unemployment  and  old  age  pensions  for  work- 
ers in  the  designated  occupations  and  when  eight  are  so  employed  in  one 
establishment.  This  whole  plan  is  financed  by  the  employers  and  employees 
and  neither  the  State  nor  Federal  government  makes  any  contribution  to 
this  fund.  The  unemployment  benefits  under  this  act,  do  not  begin  until 
1938  and  the  old  age  pensions  until  1942. 

The  remainer  of  the  Social  Security  program  is  denominated  as  public 
assistance  and  is  given  free  to  the  recipients  by  the  national  government 
in  conjunction  with  the  state  and  county,  and  will  become  available  imme- 
diately upon  the  passage  of  the  act  by  your  body. 

This  consists  of  assistance  to  all  old  people  over  65  years  of  age  who  are 
in  need,  to  the  blind  and  to  dependent  children.  The  maximum  amount  al- 
lowed by  the  Federal  government  is  $15.00  per  month  for  each  old  person, 
provided  a  similar  sum  is  furnished  by  the  State  and  county.  Generous  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  blind,  the  government  furnishes  one-half  of  the  sum 
awarded.  Dependent  children  are  assisted  to  the  extent  of  one-third  of  the 
total,  the  county  and  state  providing  the  remaining  two-thirds. 

I  recommend  the  passage  of  an  act  fully  complying  with  the  Federal 
statute  and  making  it  possible  for  all  of  our  needy  old  people  and  the  other 
classes  affected  to  share  in  the  bounty  of  the  nation  to  the  extent  of  their 
need  and  in  harmony  with  the  benefits  now  being  realized  by  the  citizens 
of  other  states.  I  think  the  law  should  provide  for  classification  according 
to  the  needs  in  each  case,  for  it  is  quite  manifest  that  the  state  cannot  and 
ought  not  to  provide  the  maximum  in  all  cases.  Whatever  sum  is  provided 
should  be  borne  jointly  by  the  state  and  county,  and  local  agencies  should 
be  utilized  in  determining  the  need  and  passing  upon  all  applications,  with 
state  supervision. 

I  regard  the  adoption  of  the  whole  social  security  program  as  the  most 
forward  and  advanced  step  in  this  generation  and  the  most  humane  enact- 
ment of  any  legislative  body  in  all  the  history  of  the  nation.  It  is  inspira- 
tional to  consider  a  great  nation  and  other  co-operating  units  of  govern- 
mental joining  hands  in  helping  the  old  and  needy,  the  blind  and  helpless, 
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and  the  under-privileged  and  dependent  children.  It  is  worthy  of  a  great 
humanitarian  people  and  it  speaks  the  language  of  broad  benevolence  and 
high  spiritual  concepts. 

This  General  Assembly  may  be  fruitful  in  legislative  service  and  make 
many  worth-while  enactments,  but  I  predict  today  that  your  outstanding 
achievement  will  be  the  social  security  legislation,  and  you  will  be  longest 
remembered  for  the  help  given  to  childhood  and  old  age — opportunity  to 
the  one  and  security  to  the  other — thus  enabling  the  children  to  grow  into 
useful  service  and  the  old  people  to  approach  the  golden  glow  of  an  eve- 
ning sunset  with  a  sense  of  satisfaction  and  security  which  fate  and  for- 
tune had  denied  them. 

Humanitarian  Service 

The  length  of  this  message  forbids  even  a  reference  to  many  matters 
which  I  shall  leave  for  future  discussion.  It  would  be  most  pleasing  to  men- 
tion every  institution  and  department  of  government  in  which  decided  ad- 
vancement has  been  made  along  humanitarian  lines  and  especially  our  fine 
public  health  department.  The  increased  service  of  the  welfare  depart- 
ment and  the  splendid  results  already  achieved  give  evidence  of  the  greater- 
progress  awaiting  us  in  this  fruitful  field,  and  I  hope  to  see  the  State 
broaden  its  base  and  give  added  assistance  to  some  counties  unable  to 
carry  on  a  proper  program. 

The  9000  persons  in  the  prison  camps  and  penitentiary,  are  objects  of 
my  interest  and  yours.  They  are  not  all  bad,  and  many  are  not  bad  at  all, 
and  among  them  are  an  increasing  number  of  young  boys.  I  am  happy  for 
all  the  humanitarian  measures  which  have  been  put  into  effect,  and  I  heart- 
ily applaud  every  effort  to  help  them.  I  heartily  commend  the  modern  parole 
system  which  has  been  established,  and  is  being  so  intelligently  administered. 
The  State  owes  the  high  obligation  of  restoring  these  people  to  society,  when 
the  period  of  sei'vitude  has  been  completed,  better  than  when  they  were 
received  into  the  custody  of  the  State.  The  plans  already  in  contemplation 
should  be  put  into  effect  by  which  the  youthful  prisoners  will  be  segregated 
from  the  old  offenders,  with  the  daring  purpose  of  rescuing  them  from  a 
life  of  crime.  More  extensive  efforts  must  be  made  to  teach  the  prisoners 
some  trade  or  work  by  which  they  can  earn  a  livelihood  and  at  the  same 
time  serve  the  state  profitably  during  the  period  of  confinement.  There  is 
no  more  important  work  than  the  reclamation  of  human  character,  and  no 
higher  service  to  society  than  the  rehabilitation  of  the  prisoners  when  re- 
leased by  the  state.  m"\ 

Our  charitable  institutions  are  crowded  and  overflowing.  Appeals  are 
coming  in  from  hundreds  who  are  seeking  admittance  but  cannot  be  re- 
ceived because  of  insufficient  room  and  limited  maintenance  funds.  I  trust 
you  will  look  into  the  pressing  needs  of  these  vaiuous  institutions  and  de- 
cide upon  some  definite  course  of  action  to  make  provision  for  those  who 
should  be  admitted  to  these  institutions  and  are  entitled  to  receive  the  treat- 
ment which  they  can  provide. 

Conclusion 
I  come  humbly  to  the  acceptance  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  high  of- 
fice of  Governor  of  this  great  commonwealth.  It  shall  be  my  constant  pur- 
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pose  to  share  with  you,  gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  privilege 
of  serving  the  whole  people  of  this  State.  I  am  no  less  concerned  than  you 
over  the  problems  which  are  peculiarly  yours.  I  know  most  of  you  person- 
ally and  I  believe  in  you,  in  your  intelligence  and  patriotism,  and  I  con- 
fidently expect  a  session  of  marked  public  service. 

I  know  that  I  voice  your  sentiment  when  the  hope  is  expressed  that  you 
will  apply  yourselves  diligently  to  the  task  in  hand,  and  to  the  serious 
problems  confronting  you,  with  the  definite  purpose  of  completing  your 
labors  and  closing  the  session  within  a  reasonable  time.  This  course  would 
impress  most  favorably  the  people  of  the  State,  and  furnish  plenary  evi- 
dence of  your  efficiency  and  capacity.  Delay  does  not  offer  solution  of  vexed 
problems  and  I  have  faith  to  believe  that  you  will  courageously  face  and 
determine  according  to  your  own  judgment  the  important  matters  requir- 
ing your  attention. 

I  look  forward  with  interest  to  the  administration  of  government  in 
North  Carolina  in  full  co-operation  with  our  national  government  and  its 
agencies  which  are  contributing  to  the  well-being  of  all  the  people,  to  the 
end  that  this  state  may  share  fully  in  the  benefits  of  the  policies  adopted 
for  the  nation. 

I  covet  for  our  beloved  State  harmony,  peace  and  good  will  among  all 
classes  of  our  people  and  mutual  confidence  and  respect  for  each  other.  We 
cannot  build  a  great  commonwealth  by  encouraging  discontent  and  foster- 
ing strife,  by  arousing  bitterness  and  nurturing  hatreds,  by  creating  diver- 
sions and  sponsoring  antagonisms.  There  is  room  in  North  Carolina  for  all 
shades  of  opinion  and  all  schools  of  thought  and  for  a  free  and  full  ex- 
pression of  views.  We  should  develop  a  broad  spirit  of  tolerance  for  those 
who  differ  with  us  and  seek  to  understand  their  viewpoint. 

This  period  of  change  and  transition  has  not  affected  the  fundamentals 
of  life.  The  stately  steppings  of  time  only  reveal  more  clearly  the  everlast- 
ing things  that  matter  to  a  State  or  an  individual.  The  mammon  in  life 
and  the  metallics  in  government  cannot  compare  with  the  altruistic  princi- 
pals which  are  permeating  both  in  this  new  day  and  higher  endeavor  in 
public  service.  The  framers  of  our  State  Constitution  understood  this  spirit 
when  they  declared  that  "religion,  morality  and  knowledge"  are  "neces- 
sary to  good  government  and  the  happiness  of  mankind." 

I  summon  all  the  men,  women  and  children  of  North  Carolina  to  unite 
in  the  common  purpose  of  making  your  State  and  mine  a  better  place  to 
live.

Whereas,  to  such  third  General  Assembly  will  report  the  following

Tax  Revision  Council 

Interstate  Commission  on  Crime 

Interstate  Commission  on  Social  Security 

Interstate  Commission  on  the  Delaware  River  Basin 

Interstate  Commission  on  Council  Development 

Interstate  Commission  on  Conservation 

American  Legislators'  Association 

National  Association  of  Attorneys  General 

National  Association  of  Secretaries  of  State,  and 

Whereas,  the  aforesaid  affiliates  of  the  Council  of  State  Governments 
are  ready  to  present  tangible  recommendations,  some  in  the  form  of  model 
legislative  measures,  based  on  their  studies  during  the  interim  since  the 
Assembly  of  1935,  and 

Whereas,  the  Third  General  Assembly  offers  as  opportunity  through 
section  meetings  for  the  consideration  by  the  delegates  of  other  matters 
requiring  co-operative  action,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  believed  that  substantial  benefits  would  result  from  this 
state's  representation  at  the  Third  General  Assembly,  and  that  such  As- 
sembly offers  a  means  of  surmounting  obvious  difficulties  arising  in  gov- 
ernmental activities  due  to  the  absence  of  facilities  for  conference  between 
governmental  units,  and 

Whereas,  the  House  of  Representatives  of  this  state  is  invited  to  send 
delegates  to  this  Assembly — to  be  chosen  as  this  body  may  determine — 
which  delegation  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote, 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  hereby  authorizes  and  instructs  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  to  appoint  five  Representatives  as  a  delegation  to  the  Third  General 
Assembly,  which  convenes  in  Washington,  D.  C,  on  January  21,  1937.  Such 
delegation  shall  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  return  to  this  body  and  re- 
port the  definite  recommendations  of  the  Third  General  Assembly;  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  the  said  delegation  be  entitled  to  reimburse- 
ment for  its  reasonable  expenses    (out  of  the  appropriation  for  legislative 
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expenses)  upon  presentation  to  state  authorities  of  the  proper  statement  of 
such  expenses   (not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars)  ;  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  notify 
the  Council  of  State  Governments,  Drexel  Avenue  and  Fifty-Eighth  Street, 
Chicago,  Illinois,  of  the  appointment  of  such  delegation. 

That  this  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
ratification.
